Newton  Commemoration 

The  bicentenaiy  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton's  death  {C.  <b  D., 
March  19,  p.  344)  was  the  occasion  of  a  largely  attended 
series  of  functions  at  Grantham,  where  he  went  to  school. 
A  pei-manent  memorial  is  contemplated  in  the  form  of 
scholarships  in  science.  Addressing  the  company  which 
assembled  on  March  19,  Sir  Joseph  T  homson  pointed  out 
that  Newton  was  as  skilled  in  the  practical  as  in  the 
theoretical  ww-k  of  a  man  of  science,  showing  a  marvel- 
lous dexterity  and  adaptability.  He  diagnosed  the 
defects  in  the  refracting  telescope  of  his  day,  but  came 
to  the  wrong  conclusion  that  they  were  incurable,  and  so 
delayed  the  discovery  of  the  way  to  overcome  its  imper- 
fection. But  his  work  on  the  colour  of  thin  films,  the 
quantitative  results  he  worked  for  and  the  boldness  of 
his  speculations  on  the  nature  of  light  made  Newton's 
"work  in  optics  seem  marvellous  even  to-day.  Writing 
to  "  The  Times  "  from  the  Institute  of  Historical 
Research  on  March  19,  Professor  A.  F.  Pollard  pointed 
out  that,  owing  to  the  difference  of  eleven  days  between 
the  old  calendar  and  the  reformed  calendar,  March  31, 
not  March  20.  is  the  date  of  Newton's  death  on  our 
present  system  of  reckoning.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Tavistock  Guardians  it  was 
stated  that  H.  T.  Doble-  &  Son.  chemists  (^Mr.  W.  A. 
Burnage.  chemist  and  druggist)  had  supplied  lysol  to 
the  institution  at  lOs.  Gd.'per  gall.,  bandages  at  3s.  6d. 
a  dozen  and  lint  at  3s.  per  lb.,  whereas  it  was  possible 
to  buy  these  goods  for  8s.  3d.  per  gall.,  Is.  6d.  a  dozen 
and  is.  5d.  per  lb.  respectively.  In  consequence,  the 
board  decided  not  to  pay  the  account,  and  an  intimation 
to  this  effect  led  Mr.  Bnrnage  to  ask  permission  to  appear 
before  the  members  and  explain  the  matter.  At  the 
meeting  on  March  18  Mr.  Burnage  stated  that  the 
dressings  he  had  supplied  were  the  quality  known  as 
B.P.C..  for  which  grade  the  prices  charged  were  quite 
reasonable.  In  regard  to  the  lysol,  he  had  supplied 
Wright's  brand,  which  cost  him  8s.  3d.  a  gallon.  It  was 
quite  possible  fo;  the  guardians  to  purchase  the  goods  at 
the  same  price  as  himself  from  the  same  wholesale  firms,, 
but  if  they  obtained  them  through  a  retailer  it  was 
obvious  that  a  charge  must  be  made  which  would  show 
the  retailer  a  reasonable  profit.  The  board  signified  that 
the  e.xplanation  would  be  considered. 

Inquests 

On  March  17  the  Hendon  coroner  resumed  and 
adjourned  to  May  18  the  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of 
Walter  Jarrett  and  Leonard  Garrett,  who  died  follow- 
ing an  explosion  (C.  <t-  D.,  February  12,  p.  187), 
another  man  who  received  injuries  at  the  same  time  not 
being  sufficiently  recovered  to  give  evidence. 

An  inquest  was  held  in  INIarylebone  (London),  on 
March  22.  on  the  body  of  Walter  H.  G.  Spindler.  turf 
commission  agent.  Dr.  Lynch,  Home  Office  analyst, 
stated  that  on  making,  an  analysis  of  the  stomach  and 
other  organs  he  found  nearly  9  gr.  of  veronal,  and  to 
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account  for  this  amount  he  should  say  that  the  man 
mjust  have  taken  about  50  gr. 

The  Westminster  coroner  held  an  inquest,  on 
March  22,  on  the  body  of  Mr.  S.  R.  Powell,  chemist 
and  druggist,  proprietor  of  Williams  &  Elvey,  chemists, 
West  Halkin  Street.  The  evidence  of  Mr.  0.  C.  Capell, 
an  assistant,  was  to  the  effect  that  for  the  past  two 
years  Mr.  Powell  had  slept,  in  his  clothes,  on  the 
premises.  On  the  evening  of  March  17  witness  saw 
him  there,  apparently  asleep.  Dr.  Weir  deposed  that 
death  was  due  to  syncope  from  bronchitis,  and  a 
verdict  of  "  Death  from  natural  causes  "  was  recorded. 

Commenting,  at  an  inquest  held  in  West  London  on 
March  23,  on  the  fact  disclosed  that  it  was  possible  to 
buy  carbolic  acid  from  hawkers  in  the  streets  in  Shep- 
herd's Bush,  the  coroner  protested  against  "  this 
dangerous  practice."  He  continued  :  "So  long  as  it  is 
possible  to  get  hold  of  poison  so  easily,  people  who  are 
the  victims  of  impulse  will  take  their  lives,  but  I  think 
we  are  coming  to  the  limit  when  we  find  it  is  possible 
to  purchase  such  a  deadly  poison  as  crude  carbolic  acid 
from  hawkers  in  the  street  as  though  one  were  merely 
purchasing  cabbages.  It  has  been  said  that  if  people 
do  not  commit  suicide  in  one  way  they  will  do  it  in 
another.  That  is  not  always  the  case.  My  experience 
goes  to  prove  that  most  suicides  are  the  victims  of 
imipulse,  and  once  that  impulse  has  passed  there  is 
frequently  no  longer  a  desire  to  take  life."  A  witness 
supplied  the  detail  that  the  carbolic  acid  was  hawked 
about  on  a  barrow  which  also  contained  table  salt. 

Birmingham 

The  National  Trades  and  Industrial  Exhibition  is 
being  held  at  the  Bingley  Hall.

A  communication  on  "  The  Removal  and  Recovery  of 
Phenols  from  Ammonia  Sulphate  Still  Effluents  "  was 
read  before  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Section  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  on  ^March  22,  by  Mr. 
D.  W.  Parkes,  B.Sc. 

I'he  result  of  the  hockey  match  played  recently 
between  the  past  and  present  students  of  the  Birming- 
ham School  of  Pharmacy  was  a  win  by  10  goals  to  3 
for  the  present  students.  A  successful  social  evening, 
arranged  by  the  present  students,  was  later  held  at  the 
school.  Special  features  were  a  sketch,,  a  mock  trial, 
topical  songs  by  the  "  Pharmacy  Follies,"  and  com- 
munity singing.  The  Students'  Association  hopes  to 
publish  the  first  number  of  "  The  Pharmacy  Review  " 
shortly,  and  the  editor  appeals  for  contributions. 

Liverpool 

There  has  been  a  considerable  slackening  off  of  busi- 
ness during  the  past  week,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  warmer 
weather. 

A  well-known  Liverpool  chemist  who  recently  visited 
Manchester  was  impressed  by  the  fact  that  there  are 
fewer  empty  shops  in  Cottonopolis  than  in  the  Mersey 
city.

Part  II  students  of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy 
paid  a  visit  to  the  laboratories  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher 
&  Webb,  Ltd.,  Fleet  Street,  on  March  15.  The  party 
was  conducted  through  under  the  direction  of  Messrs. 
Sendall  (director),  Cameron,  Manson  and  Turner,  who 
fully  explained  the  various  processes.    What  struck  the 


students  most  was  the  huge  quantities  of  drugs  dealt 
with.  During  the  tour  round  scarcely  a  single  phase 
of  general  pharmacy  was  missed,  from  the  wrapping  of 
a  seidlitz  powder  to  the  preparation  of  podophyllin 
resin,  involving  the  use  of  two  tons  of  the  crude  drug.

MoHPiUNE    SULPHATE   T.4BLETS   LOST. — Public  attention 
was  called,  on  March  18,  to  the  loss  of  240  hypodermic  , 
tablets  of  morphine  sulphate  stated  to  have  been  dropped 
from  a  post-bag  belonging  to  Bleasdale,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
druggists,  York.    The  tablets  were  subsequently  found. 

Boys'  chemical  experiment. — 'While  experimenting 
with  chemicals  in  a  house  in  Ballina  Road,  London,  S.E., 
on  March  22,  two  boys  named  W.  J.  Purvis  and  F. 
Plaskett  were  severely  injured  by  an  explosion,  and  were 
taken  to  Lewisham  Hospital.  It  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained how  the  explosion  occurred. 

Football. — In  an  Association  match,  recently,  between 
Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy  and  Manchester  Univer- 
sity (pharmacy  department)  the  former  won  by  8  goals 
to  2,  Scorers  for  the  College  were  Mower  (2),  Cundy 
(2),  Scholfield  (2),  Leveson  and  Goodwin.  This  was  the 
College's  last  match  of  the  season,  results  being  :  Played 
11,  won  7,  drawn  2,  lost  2,  goals  for  55,  goals  against  43. 

Protection  or  Animals  Act. — At  Aylsham,  recently, 
Frederick  Tweed,  gardener,  Haveringland,  was  fined  £2, 
with  costs,  for  having  placed  on  land  meat  poisoned  with 
strychnine.  Analytical  evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  W.  L. 
Sutton,  F.I. C— At  Banbury,  on  March  17,  William  H. 
Lovesey  and  Benjamin  F.  Lovesey  were  ordered  to  pay 
fines  and'  costs  amounting  to  £14  14s.  for  a  similar 
offence,  causing  the  death  of  three  hounds. 

Dermatitis  Awards. — In  Shoreditch  County  Court, 
London,  on  March  17,  Elizabeth  Dilworth  was  awarded 
the  sum  of  £4  19s.,  with  a  declaration  of  liability,  in 
respect  of  dermatitis  arisijig  from  the  use  of  chemicals 
used  in  finishing  clock  cases,  against  M.  A.  Marks  &  Co., 
Well  Street,  E. — In  Wlntechapel  County  Court,  on 
March  18,  Albert  E.  Sansom  was  similarly  awarded 
£5  12s.  6d.  against  M.  &  A.  Wetstein,  manufacturing 
furriers,  Middlesex  Street,  E. 

Rifle  shooting. — The  rifle  shooting  team  of  the 
South-West  London  Chemists'  Association  have  completed 
a  fairly  successful  season.  Shooting  as  the  C  team  of 
the  Balham  Rifle  Club  in  the  City  of  London  Rifle 
League,  Division  VI,  they  have  tied  for  third  iplace  in 
the  competition,  with  an  aggregate  score  of  10,116  points. 
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They  have  won  nine  matches,  lost  eight,  and  tied  in  one.

club  for  the  member  of  the  team  making  the  highest 
aggregate  score  in  the  eighteen  matches.

Patric'K  S.  Flynn,  Ph.C, 
Parnell  Street,  for  liberty  to  issue  and  serve  a  writ  out 
of  the  jurisdiction  on  the  Palmolive  Co.  (of  England), 
Ltd.,  London,  W.C.I. 

Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  Dublin,  have  again  secured  the 
contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medicines,  under 
the  combined  purchasing  scheme  of  the  Free  State 
Government,  for  all  the  Free  State,  Cork  City  excepted, 
for  the  ensuing  six  months. 
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Legal  Reports 

Claim  for  Personal  Injuries  Fails. — At  Birmingham 
Assizes,  on  INIarcIi  17,  Mr.  Jabez  Bate^  merchant,  Living- 
stone Road,  Handsworth,  sued  Mr.  William  Izon,  chemist 
and  druggist,  High  Street,  Aston,  to  recover  damages 
for  personal  injuries  caused  by  the  alleged  negligent 
driving  of  the  defendant's  motor-van.  The  evidence  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  plaintiff  alighted  from  a  tramcar 
and  went  to  cross  the  road,  when  he  was  knocked  down 
by  the  van.  It  was  alleged  that  the  van  passed  a 
stationary  tramcar  at  twenty-five  miles  an  hour.  The 
driver  of  the  van  said  that  his  speed  was  from  ten  to 
twdve  miles  an  hour.  He  sounded  the  electric  horn  and 
swerved  to  the  right  in  an  endeavour  to  miss  the  plaintiff. 
The  jury  found  for  the  defendant,  and  judgmerat  was 
entered  accordingly. 

Employer  Responsible  for  Stamping  Cards. — At  Chard, 
on  March  15,  Mr.  Tibbis  N.  Burch,  chemist  and  druggist, 
was  summoned  for  having  failed  to  pay  contributions 
•under  the  National  HealtJi  Insurance  .  Act  in  respect  of 
a  woman  employed  as  a  domestic  help.  Mr.  C.  F. 
Saunders,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  urged  that  this 
was  not  a  case  of  seeking  to  evade  the  Act  and  get  out 
of  paying  the  contributions,  as  Mr.  Burch  had  given  the 
.  woman  6d.  a  week  in  addition  to  her  wages,  that  being 
his  share  of  the  contribution,  and  expected  her  to  stamp 
her  own  cards.  In  fining  the  defendant  £2,  and  ordering 
him  to  pay  9s.  9d.  arrears  and  24s.  costs,  the  presiding 
magistrate  pointed  out  that  it  was  not  sufficient  for  an 
employer  to  pay  the  amounts  due ;  he  had  to  see  the 
cards  were  stamped. 

Thermogene  Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  Mayo. — In  the  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  March  18, 
Mr.  Justice  Aistbury  dealt  with  a  motion,  Ther- 
mogene Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  Mayo,  in  which  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany asked  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant 
from  infringing  the  trade-mark  "  Thermogene  "  and  pass- 
ing off  medicinal  wool  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture 
as  Thermogene,  and  also  to  restrain  him  from  falsely 
representing  tjiat  the  plaintiffs'  Thermogene  was  a  Ger- 
man product.  Counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  said  the  defen- 
dant had  notified  his  willingness  to  consent  tO'  treat  that 
motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action  and  to  give  a  perpetual 
undertaking  in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion  and 
injunction  claimed,  and  to  pay  the  costs.  Counsel  added 
that  plaintiffs  were  an  all-British  company,  and  had  been 
since  the  inception  many  years  ago,  and  had  no  connec- 
tion with  Germany.  Counsel  for  the  defendant,  agreeing 
and  consenting  to  the  perpetual  undertaking,  said  that 
his  client  did  not  admit  all  the  charges  made  by  the 
plaintiff  company.  His  lordship  acquiesced  in  the  settle- 
ment of  the  motion  on  the  terms  arranged. 

A  Disputed  Account. — In  Blackburn  County  Court,  on 
March  21,  Clement  &  Johnson,  Ltd.,  London,  claimed 
the  sum  of  £17  18s.  9d.  for  goods  supplied  to  H.  J. 
Wade  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists.  Railway 
Road,  Blackburn.  Mr.  R.  W.  Leach  appeared  for  the 
plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Nuttall  defended.  Mr.  Leach  said 
that  the  defendants  traded  with  the  plaintiffs  from 
January  1923  until  July  1926.  The  amount  claimed  was 
the  balance  of  account  between  the  two  firms.  The 
defendants  now  denied  this  indebtedness.  They  admitted 
that  the  goods  were  received,  but  contended  they  were 
not  suitable  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  supplied. 
In  view  of  the  submission,  Mr.  Leach  called  no  evidence. 
Mr.  Wade,  managing  director  of  defendant  company,  said 
in  the  witness-box  that  he  ceased  to  trade  with  the 
plaintiffs  because  of  wliat  he  read  in  the  Press.  He 
made  an  analysis  of  "  Yadil,"  and  found  that  it  con- 
tained 93  per  cent,  of  water.  He  estimated  its  cost  at 
about  6d.  a  gallon.  Witness  quoted  from  a  book  supplied 
by  plaintiffs,  in  which  cures  were  claimed  on  behalf  of 
Yadil.  Mr.  Leach  (cross-examining)  :  Because  of  the 
attacks  these  goods  became  unsaleable ;  that  is  your  case  ? 
— Yes.  And  it  was  only  because  of  these  attacks  that 
your  sales  began  to  drop  off? — Yes.  In  other  words, 
when  people  knew  what  the  product  was,  they  would 
not  buy  it.  So  long  as  people  were  willing  to  buy,  you 
were  wilHng  to  se<ll  ? — It  was  sold  as  a  sealed  article. 
Do  you  know  that  the  sale  of  Yadd  has  never  ceased  ?— 
I  have  not  met  a  chemist  who  sells  it.    Re-examined : 


He  did  not  analyse  Yadil  until  the  sales  dropped  off. 
Answering  the  judge,  witness  said  that  after  the  pub- 
lished analysis  the  sale  "  was  cut  off  like  a  knife."  He 
was  not  a  medical  man.  but  he  had  known  cases  in 
which  cold  water  had  proved  a  good  medicine.  The 
Judge:  Well,  there  is  93  per  cent,  of  good  medicine  in 
this,  then?  (Laughter.)  Witness:  Yes,  but  the  public 
thought  98  per  cent,  of  water  at  a  guinea  a  gallon  was 
far  too  much.  Evidence  was  given  by  Dr.  B.  INIcPhee, 
consulting  tuberculosis  officer  for  Lancashire,  who  agreed 
with  Mr.  Wade's  analysis,  and  said  that  none  of  the 
ingredients  was  of  any  use  in  the  cure  of  tuberculosis. 
Mr.  Leach  submitted  there  was  no  evidence  that  the 
medicine  was  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
supplied,  or  that  it  was  unmerchantable.  The  judge,  in 
giving  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  he  had  better 
not  express  his  views  on  patent  medicines.  In  this  case 
there  was  no  wananty  regarding  the  cure  of  any 
particular  ailment. 

Registered  Druggist  Fined.— At  the  Ardee  (co.  Louth) 
District  Court,  on  March  19,  Mr.  John  Carney, 
R.D.,  was  charged  on  three  summonses.  In  the  first  sum- 
mons he  was  charged  with  having  neglected,  in  replv  to  the 
statutory  letter,  to  furnish  to  the  Regi.strar  cf  the"Scciecy 
a.  statement  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  hona-fide 
proprietor  or  proprietors  of  Carney's  Medical  Hall  and  the 
other  information  required.  The  second  summons  charged, 
him  with  a.  breach  of  the  law  in  that  !he,  being  a  person 
k'wfully  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing  poisons,  did  not 
employ  as  an  assistant  or  manager  a  duly  registered 
chemist  and  druggist,  registened  druggist,  pharmaceuticai 
chemist,  or  licentiate  apothecary.  The  third  summons 
cliarged  him  with  selling  phospho-rus  contained  in  Rodine 
rat  poison,  the  vessel  in  which  it  was  contained  not  bein.-;; 
labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  Mr'. 
William  C.  Meeke,  solicitor,  appeaa-ed  for  the  Society,  and 
Mr.  Thomas  Teeva.n,  solicitor,  for  the  defendant.  Mr. 
Teevan  said  the  only  matter  on  which  he  wished  to  join 
issue  with  the  complainants  was  in  reference  to  the  Regis- 
trar's letter.  He  was  not  saying  that  Mr.  Meijke's  clients 
did  not  post  the  letter,  but  his  client  never  received  it. 
Mr.  Meeke  said  that  in  the  present  case  the  assistant  was 
Mr.  Stephen  Carney,  w!ho  had  made  three  separate 
attempts  to  pass  the  Registered  Druggist  examination,  and 
had  failed.  Mr.  John  Carney,  by  his  brother  Stephen, 
sold  a  pot  of  Rodine,  and  also  sold  carbolic  acid  and  a  box 
of  Rankin's  Ointment.  He  was  informed  that  Rankin's 
Ointment  contained  veratrine ;  the  alkaloid  amounted  to 
0.079  gram,  'equivalent' to  about  1^  gr.  The  effect  of  ever 
very  minute  quantities  of  the  alkaloid  upon  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  Ihuman  being  was  so  deleterious  that  the 
sale  of  any  preparation  containing  it  should,  more  than 
any  other  drug  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  be  kept  in  the  hand,'} 
of  qualified  persons.  Mr.  Teevan  said  he  would  take  Mr. 
M'eeke's  certificate  as  to  the  poison.  He  was  unable  at 
present  tO'  produce  evidence  in  reference  to  the  statutory 
letter.  Since  the  summonses  had  been  issued  his  clieni 
had  been  seriously  ill.  Shortly  after  the  summonser,  weTs 
served  they  had  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  qualified  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  to  manage  the  shop.  He  was  the  third  they 
had  had,  but  they  had  some  difficulty  in  keeping  them. 
No  harm  had  been  done  to  the  public,  and  no  danger 
existed  at  the  present  moment.  The  justice  said  that  the 
matter  was  very  serious,  even  as  a  technical  breach  of  the 
'law.  In  the  course  of  a  discussion  which  followed,  Mr. 
Meeke  mentioned  that  the  prosecution  would  cost  the 
Sociiety  between  £30  and  £40.  He  agreed  to  withdraw  the 
summons  in  reference  to  the  non-reply  to  the  statutory 
letter.  The  justice  impo&e'd  a  fine  of  £1  on  eaich  of  the 
two  remaining  summonsies  and  allowed  £5  5s.  costs  in  each 
case.  It  was,  he  said,  in  the  public  interest  that  thero 
should  be  publicity  in  'these  cases  to  act  as  a  deterrent. 

Dangerous  Drug  Act  Fines. — At  Birmingham  Police 
Court,  on  iNIarch  17,  Mr.  John  William  Bland,  chemist 
and  druggist,  318  Moseley  Road,  appeared  in  answer  to 
summonses  which  charged  him  with  failing  to  keep 
proper  records  of  his  transactions  in  drugs,  contrary  to 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1921,  and  with  failing 
to  keep  all  such  drugs  in  a  locked  receptacle.  Mr. 
Pugh,  prosecuting,  said  that  he  had  been  in  touch  with 
the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  and  the  Home 
Office,  and  they  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  offence.s 
came  within  the  provision  that  the  penalty  imposed  should 
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not  exceed  £50.  On  September  25  last  the  def  endant  was 
seen  by  an  inspector,  who  told  him  that  the  way  in 
■which  he  was  keeping  the  entries  of  transactions  was  not 
satisfactory.  The  Act  laid  down  that  these  drugs  must 
be  kept  in  a  locked  receptacle.  When  the  inspector  re- 
visited the  defendant's  shop  on  January  31,  he  found 
that  the  cabinet  was  open  and  the  lock  would  not  work. 
The  shop  at  the  time  had  been  left  in  charge  of  two 
youths,  aged  nineteen  and  twenty.  This,  said  Mr. 
Pugh,  was  a  most  dangerous  procedure.  It  put 
temptation  in  the  way  of  any  unscrupulous  person. 
The  inspector  gave  evidence  as  to  warning  Mr.  Bland 
on  September  9  last  year  that  he  could  glean  little 
or  nothing  about  the  prescriptions  entered  in  his  books, 
which  did  not  comply  with  the  Eegulations.  He  told 
him  that  he  must  bring  them  up  to  date.  He  did  not 
caU  again  until  January  31  last.  The  defendant  was 
not  in  at  the  time,  and  the  shop  was  left  in  charge 
of  two  unqualified  youths.  The  door  of  the  cabinet  was 
standing  open,  and  the  lock  was  broken  off.  The 
cabinet  contained  about  forty  bottles.  He  called  again 
later  and  saw  the  defendant,  who  in  reply  to  witness's 
remarks  about  the  cabinet,  said  :  '•  The  key  of  the 
cupboard  is  lost  and  the  lock  is  broken.  I  have  sent 
it  to  be  repaired.  I  do  not  dispute  that  the  bottles 
contain  '  dangerous  '  drugs."  He  then  asked  Mr.  Bland 
to  produce  his  sales  and  purchase  books.  In  some 
cases  the  addresses  and  the  amounts  were  missing.  In 
the  sales  book  there  were  incomplete  entries  in  respect 
of  morjDhine  and  cocaine,  and  records  of  opium  and 
morphine  transactions  were  not  kept  separate  as 
required.  Mr.  Pritchard,  for  the  defendant,  said  that 
after  much  consideration  he  had  decided  to  plead 
"  Guilty  "  to  technical  offences.  Most  of  the  entries 
referred  to  by  the  in.spector,  he  submitted,  were  per- 
fectly intelligible  to  Mr.  Bland  himself.  The  defendant, 
in  the  witness-box,  denied  that  the  inspector  warned 
him  in  September  last.  He  mentioned,  said  !Mr.  Bland, 
that  some  of  the  entries  were  incomplete,  and  witness 
replied  that  they  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 
After  the  inspector  called  in  January,  he  had  the  lock 
of  the  drug  cabinet  repaired,  and  also  sent  for  a  special 
register.  INIr.  Pritchard  pointed  out  that  a  conviction 
■  would  render  the  defendant  liable  to  lose  his  authorisa- 
tion, which  would  mean  ruin  to  him.  He  had  been  in 
practice  for  twenty  yeai-s.  The  stipendiary  magistrate 
said  he  was  satisfied  there  was  no  bad  motive  in  the 
defendant's  neglect,  but  it  was  a  bad  case  of  neglect. 
Everything  was  made  simple,  and  the  defendant  should 
have' followed  the  Eegulations.  He  would  have  to  pay 
a  fine  of  £5  for  not  keeping  a  locked  receptacle,  40s.  on 
the  other  summonses,  and  £2  Is.  costs — £9  Is.  in  all. 

Unqualified  Traders'  Poison  Sales. — In  the  District 
Court,  Thurles.  co.  Tipperary,  on  M«rch  16,  before  iNIr. 
Flood,  six  summonses  were  heard  against  jNIr.  Thomas 
P.  Stapleton.  grocer  and  general  trader.  Friar  Street. 
In  the  first  he  was  charged  with  having  kept  open  shop 
for  retailing  poisons.  In  the  second  he  was  charged  with 
having  neglected,  in  reply  to  the  statutory  letter,  to 
furnish  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Society  a  statement  of 
the  name  and  address  of  the  bona- fide  proprietor  oi- 
proprietors  of  his  shop.  The  third-  summons  charged 
him  with  ha-sang  sold  Cooper's  sheep  dipping  powder 
not  labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 
In  the  fourth  summons  he  was  charged  with  having  sold 
the  powder  to  a  person  unknown  and  not  introduced  to 
him.  The  fifth  summons  charged  him  with  failing  to 
make  the  necessary  entry.  The  sixth  summons  charged 
him  w'ith  ."elling  strychnine  contained  in  Fellows'  Syrup 
in  a  bottle  not  labelled  with  the  name  and  iiddress  of 
the  seller.  Mr.  WiUiam  C.  ]Meeke,  solicitor,  appeared 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Mr.  Carrigan,  solici- 
tor, for  the  defendant.  Mr.  ]Meek.e  stated  that  a  period 
of  103  days  had  elapsed  since  the  expiration  of  the  time 
in  which  the  defendant  should  have  replied  to  the  Regis- 
trar's sitatutory  letter,  and  he  had  rendered  himself  hable 
to  a  penalty  of  £103.  Mr.  W.  Thorp.  F.I.C.,  would 
prove  that  the  Cooper's  powder  contained  arsenic  equiva- 
lent to  27.2  per  cent,  of  arsenious  acid,  and  iMr.  Meeke 
produced  1.07  gr.  of  strychnine  crystals  which  had  been 
isolated  by  Mr.  Thorp  from  the  Fellows'  Syrup.  Dr. 
Robinson,  who  was  in  attendance,  would  prove  that 
•<J^gr.  of  strj-chnine  had  been  known  to  poison  a  child  up 


to  two  years  of  age,  and  that  an  adult  had  been  known 
to  have  been  poisoned  by  g-  gr.  In  the  present  case  the 
defendant  had  broken  every  possible  regulation  which 
he  could  have  broken.  Regulation  16  required  that  the 
jjoisons  should  not  be  sold  in  the  same  premises  as  food- 
stuffs. In  the  present  case  they  were  sold  not  only  in 
such  jjremises,  but  actually  over  the  grocery  counter. 
Mr.  ^Nleeke  referred  the  justice  to  the  cases  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  v.  Wheeldon  and  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  t.  Nash,  in  which  it  was 
held  that  the  words  persons  so  selling  ■'  in  the  Act  of 
1908  included  the  person  actually  conducting  the  sale^ 
and  that  such  person,  to  be  protected,  must  be  licensed, 
or,  in  other  words,  that  the  licence  was  personal  to  the 
licensee.  The  Justice :  Delegatus  non  potest  delegare. 
Mr.  !Meeke  also  referred  to  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Jacks,  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  failure 
to  comply  with  the  regulations  by  the  licensee  involved 
the  los^  of  the  protection  otherwise  afforded  by  the 
licence.  The  justice.  ^YithouL  evidence  being  called, 
inflicted  a  penalty  of  £5,  with  £1  costs,  on  the  summons 
for  the  breach  of  Section  30  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ire- 
land), 1875.  He  convicted  on  two  of  the  summonses  for 
breaches  of  the  Poisons  Act  of  1870.  and  dealt  with  the 
defendant  under  the  First  Offenders  Act,  allowing  £1 
costs  in  each  case.  On  the  summons  for  non-reply  to 
the  statutory  letter,  the  defendant's  clerk  proved  that  he 
had  posted  the  reply,  and  ;Mr.  ]ileeke  withdrew  the  sum.- 
mons.  He  also  withdrew  the  two  remaining  summonses. 
— At  the  same  Court,  INIr.  Hugh  Shelly,  shopkeeper, 
Parnell  Street,  was  charged  on  two  summonses  for 
breaches  of  the  Act  of  1875  and  the  Act  of  1870,  arising 
out  of  a  sale  of  Fellows'  Syrup,  He  pleaded  '"  Guilty 
through  his  solicitor,  !Mr.  Meeke  withdrew  one  of  the 
summonses.  The  justice,  on  the  summons  for  keeping 
open  shop,  imposed  a  fine  of  £5,  with  £1  costs. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  John  William  Ethelbert  Price,  trading  as  W.  Hard- 
castle  &  Sons,  Finkle  Street,  Stockton-on-Tees.  "  chemist.'" 
— The  jDublic  examination  was  held  on  ^Nlarch  17  at 
Stockton.  The  statement  of  affairs  showed  a;ross  liabili- 
ties £1.155  3s.  lOd..  and  deficiency  of  £265  10s.  8d.  In- 
cluded in  the  assets  were  three  pestles  and  mortars  used 
by  John  Walker  when  he  invented  the  lucifer  match,  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  £120,  and  the  debtor  also  had  the 
formulas  of  certain  proprietary  preparations,  which  he 
valued  at  £200.  The  official  receiver  pointed  out  that 
there  were  certain  creditors  not  accounted  for.  and  asked 
the  debtor  if  he  borrowed  £49  from  a  ^Middlesbrough 
moneylender,  and.  if  so,  why  it  was  not  disclosed.  The 
debtor  said  that  he  had  overlooked  it,  but  denied  that 
he  had  contracted  it  while  negotiating  a  deed  of  assign- 
ment with  his  creditors.  He  admitted  that  his  deficiency 
was  now  increased  to  £314  10s.  8d.  He  attributed  his 
failure  to  loss  of  trade  consequent  upon  the  closing  of 
the  shipyards  and  the  general  depression.  He  had 
formerly  been  manager  for  a  very  old-established  Stockton 
firm,  and  in  1911  he  bought  the  business  for  £276  17s.  Id. 
He  had  £100  capital  and  borrowed  £400  from  his  wife, 
who  had  never  been  repaid.  For  a  time  he  was  success- 
ful, and  he  made  as  much  as  £250  a  year  l>y  supplying 
ships  which  came  into  the  river,  but  that  income  had 
lately  declined  considerably.  He  stated  that  he  thought 
his  assets  exceeded  his  liabilities,  and  he  honestly  thought 
that  the  John  Walker  relics  should  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  £1,000.  The  Official  Receiver :  Do  you  seriously 
think  anyone  will  give  you  that  for  them  ? — I  think  if 
they  were  sold  at  Christie's  they  would  bring  that  amount. 
Bryant  &  May's  would  buy  them  to-day  for  £300.  Re- 
ferring to  t"ne  formula  for  the  Bahn  of  Gilead  and  the 
Cholera  Drops,  which  he  alone  was  in  possession  of, 
having  received  them  verbally  from  the  late  William  Hard- 
castle,  he  said  he  was  prepared  to  communicate  them  to 
anyone"  the  trustee  could  find  who  would  take  them  over. 
He  had  never  had  sufficient  capital  to  exploit  them 
properly.    The  examination  was  adjourned.

Mercury  Peptonate,— The  Dutch  Army  Medical  Service 
recommends  the  use  of  injections  of  mercury  peptonate 
in  the  plaice  of  mercuric  chloride  or  other  soluble  salts 
of  mercury,  as  being  less  painful  than  the  latter.  Two 
solutions  are  prepared  ("  Pharmaceutisch  Tij-dschrift  voor 
Nederlandsch-Indie,"  December  1926)  : — (!)  A  6  per 
cent,  solution  of  bactopeptone  (May  &  Baker),  and  (2)  a 
2  per  cent,  solution  of  mercuric  chloride,  containing  1.5 
per  cent,  of  sodium  chloride.  These  solutions  are  filled 
in  ampoules  of  0.5  c.-c.  and  10  c.c.  and  sterilised  by 
heating  to  100°  C.  for  one  hour.  For  use,  the  contents 
of  an  ampoule  of  solutions  1  and  2  are  mixed  imme- 
diately before  making  the  injection ;  in  the  case  of  a 
single  injection  this  mixture  is  effected  in  the  hypodermic 
syringe. 

Pancreatin  Tooth-Paste. — Recently  Danish  dentists  have 
evinced  considerable  interest  in  the  action  of  pan- 
creatin ae  a  solvent  for  tartar,  and  as  a  result  of  a 
series  of  experiments,  based  on  the  investigations  of  H. 
Glahn,  Eich,  and  I.  Dorph  (f.  ,t  B.,  1926,  I,  p.  855),  the 
Yesterbro  Pharmacy  in  Copenhagen  suggests  the  following 
formula  ("  Archiv  for  Pharmaci  og  Chemi,"  Januarv  15, 
1927)  :^ 

Calcium  ca.rbonate    50  grams 

Sodium  bicarbonate     ...       ...    10  grams 

Pancreatin    ...     3  grams 

.   Oil  of  peppermint    1.5  grams 

Menithol    0.3  gram 

Methyl  salicylate    1  drop 

Glycerin  of  tragacanth   q.s.  (about  100-130  grams) 

The  glycerin  of  tragacanth  is  prepared  by  rubbing  0.75 
gram  of  tragacanth  with  5  grams  of  alcohol  (90 "p. c), 
then  adding  95  grams  of  glycerin. 

Bismuth  Oil.— The  Dutch  Army  Medical  Service 
("  Pliarma.ceuti.sch  Tijdschrift  voor  Nederlandsch- 
Indie.  '  December  1926)  directs  that  bismuth  oil  should 
be  prepared  by  adding  3  gi'ams  of  bismuth  hydroxide  to 
40  c.c.  of  a  1  per  cent,  sterile  solution  of  camphor  in 
sesame  oil.  followed  by  sterilisation  at  60°  to  70°  C. 
for  one  hour  on  three  successive  days.  Bismuth  hydroxide 
may  be  prepared  by  the  following  method  :  Dissolve  50 
grams  of  basic  bismuth  nitrate  in  65  c.c.  of  nitric  acid, 
and  add  2G0  c.c.  of  water.  The  solution,  while  -warm, 
is  poured  into  a  mixture  of  60  c.c  of  solution  of 
ammonia  (25  per  cent.)  and  100  grams  of  water,  with 
constant  stirring.  The  precipitate  is  was'hed  with  water 
until  one  drop  of  tire  filtrate  no  longer  shows  an  alkaline 


reaction  to  red  litmus  paper,  whereupon  it  is  collected 
upon  glass  iplates  and  dried  at  a  temperature  below 
60°  C.  Instead  of  drying  the  precipitate  of  bismuth 
hydroxide,  it  may  be  use-d  while  moist  for  the  preparation 
of  bismuth  oil.  In  this  case  the  moist  precipitate  is 
mixed  w-ith  an  amount  of  sterile  wool  fat  equal  to  that 
of  the  basic  bismuth  nitrate  originally  employed,  where- 
upon a  filtered,  sterile  1  per  cent,  solution  of  camphor 
m  sesame  oil  is  added  to  produce  a  uniform  mass  of 
the  consistence  of  a  soft  ointment.  After  determining 
the  bismuth  content  of  the  mass,  it  is  diluted  with  the 
1  per  cent,  solution  of  camphor  in  sesame  oil  until  it 
contains  0.075  gram  of  Taisimuth  hydroxide  in  each  c.c. 

Prevention  of  Mould  in  Syrups.  —  T.  Sabalitsclika 
("  Schweizerische  Apotheker-Zeitung,"  February  12,  1927) 
has  conducted  a  series  of  exhaustive  investigations  to 
establish  the  best  method  of  preventing  the  occurrence  of 
fungous  growths  in  pharmaceutical  syrups,  electuaries,  and 
mucilages,  and  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  methyl 
ester  of  ^^-oxybenzoic  acid  is  the  mosc  suitable  substance 
for  this  purpose.  It  exhibits  a  remarkably  powerful 
action  on  bacteria  and  fungus,  and  in  the  small  amount 
in  which  it  is  added  to  these  preparations  to  ensure  their 
preservation,  it  displays  no  harmful  effects,  even  on  pro- 
longed administration.  Further,  it  does  not  affect  the 
taste  of  the  preparation.  Experiiuents  carried  out  with 
the  following  six  preparations,  to  which  ^j-oxybenzoic 
methyl  ester  was  added  in  the  proportions  stated  against 
each,  e.g.  :  Syrup,  0.05  per  cent.  :  syrup  of  manna,  0.05 
per  cent.  ;  syrup  of  marshmallow,  0.025  per  cent.  ;  syrup 
of  rhubarb,  0.075  per  cent.  ;  carrageen  gelatin,  0.125  per 
cent.  ;  mucilage  of  tragacanth,  0.1  per  cent.,  showed  that 
no  fungous  grow'th  occurred  on  exposure  for  over  200  days 
to  an  atmosphere  heavily  laden  witli  mould.  Control 
tests  carried  out  under  similar  conditions  with  sodium 
benzoate.  salicjdic  acid,  and  sodium  ^^-chlorobenzoate 
showed  that  none  of  these  substances  prevented  the 
occurrence  of  mould  ;  only  benzoic  acid  and  thymol 
exhibited  a  preventive  action  in  some  preparations,  but 
their  use  is  excluded  on  account  of  their  disagreeable 
taste,  which  is  very  apparent  with  the  amounts  that  have 
to  be  used  of  either  to  ensure  an  effective  preservative 
effect.  It  is  suggested  that  the  advisability  of  permitting 
the  addition,  as  a  preservative,  of  ^J-oxybenzoic  methyl 
ester  to  certain  official  preparations  in  the  new  edition 
of  the  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation in  view  of  the  results  reported  by  Sabalitschka,  and 
which  have  been  confirmed  by  other  investigators. 

PHARMACEUTICAL  CHEMISTRY 

Digitalis  Standardisation.— W.  R.  Bond  ("  Journal  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,"'  Febraary 
1927,  p.  137)  concludes  that  the  error  due  to  individual 
variability  may  be  lessened  by  from  30  to  50  per  cent, 
in  the  Hatcher  and  Brody  (cat  method)  of  digitalis 
assay,  by  calculating  the  minimum  lethal  dose  on  the 
basis  of  the  heart  w-eight  instead  of  body  weight  of 
animal.  In  the  extreme  case  of  decerebrate  cats,  one, 
of  which  took  nearly  twice  as  much  tincture  as  the 
other  (17  c.c.  against  9  c.c),  there  was  only  16  per  c«nt. 
difference  in  Aveight,  but  the  heart  weights  (13.4  and 
7.3  grams)  respectively  were  in  excellent  accord  with 
the  45  per  cent,  variation  in  dosage  of  digitalis.  The 
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average  m.l.d.  on  thirteen  animals  was  63.1  mg.  of 
leaf  per  kilogram  of  cat  and  14.45  mg.  per  gram  of 
heart,  the  deviation  being  12.9  per  cent,  for  body  weight 
and  9.7  per  cent,  for  heart  weight. 

Colorimetric  Assay  of  Strophanthus. — L.  W.  Rowe 
("  Journal  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association," 
Vol.  XVI,  ,p.  113)  considers  that  stroiphanthus  prepara- 
tions can  be  assayed  with  fair  accuracy  in  a  preliminary 
way  by  the  picric  acid  colorimetric  method  of  Knudson 
and  Dresbach  ("  J.  PhaiTn.  and  Exp.  Ther.,"  21, 
p.  217),  based  upon  the  Baliet  reaction.  Ouabain  solu- 
tion (1  :  25,0C0)  or  tr.  strophanth.  U.S.P.  strength, 
diluted  1  to  140,  are  quite  suitable  as  standards,  and 
purification  of  the  solutions  for  comparative  test  is  not 
necessary.  The  average  variation  in  a  series  of  eight 
unknowns  was  10  per  cent.,  and  fair  agreement  was  met 
with  in  later  tests  between  frog  and  .colorimetric  assays. 
The  activity  indicated  by  colour  method  of  assay  is 
flipparently  proportional  (though  not  equal)  to  alimentary 
elbsonption.  The  coloi'imetric  method  is  noted  as  being 
unsuccessful  with  digitalis  and  as  not  suitable  for  squill, 
convallaria  and  veratrum  as  judged  by  trials  on  one 
batch  of  each  preparation,  the  colour  development  being 
slow  or  not  in  proportion  to  physiological  activity. 

Determination  of  Mercury  in  Mercury  Salicylate — A.  F. 

Murray  ("  American  Journal  of  Pharmacy,"  Vol.  98, 
No.  12,  p.  639)  recommends  the  use  of  a  mixture  of 
ether  and  alcohol  (equal  parts)  for  dissolving  out 
salicylic  acid  in  the  assay  of  mercury  salicylate,  the 
process  finally  devised  being  : — 

Weigh  0.5  gram  of  mercury  salicylate  in  a  150  c.c.  beaker 
and  dissolve  it  with  the  aid  of  gentle  heat  in  10  c.c.  of 
sodium  hydroxide  solution  (10  per  cent,  strength).  Add 
10  c.c.  of  sodium  sulphide  solution  (10  per  cent.),  and  boil. 
Remove  from  ilajne,  and  while  still  hot  add  carefully  hydro- 
chloric acid  (10  per  cent,  strength)  until  the  solution  is 
acid,  and  then  add  another  5  c.c.  A  Gooch  crucible  is  pre- 
pared by  washing  with  distilled  water,  alcohol,  and  ether, 
with  drying  to  constant  weight  at  110°  C.  The  acidified  mix- 
ture is  filtered  while  still  hot,  and  washed  with  hot  distilled 
water  until  free  from  cWoritles,  then  with  two  5  c.c.  portions 
of  alcohol,  following  with  5  c.c.  portions  of  a  mixture  of 
alcohol  (one  part)  and  ether  (one  part)  until  5  c.c.  of  the 
washings,  when  diluted  with  15  c.c.  of  distilled  water,  fail  to 
give  a  reaction  with  one  drop  of  test  solution  of  ferric 
chloride.  Finally  wash  with  three  5  c.c.  portions  of  carbon 
tetrachloride,  dry  at  110°  C,  and  weigh. 

The  method  in  -seven  assays  on  0.5  gram  of  tihe  same 
sample  gave.  0.3411  to  0.3421  gm.  of  mercury  sulphide  in 
six  instances,  the  seventh  being  higher  (0.3451  gm.).  It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  method  has  the  advantage  that  there 
is  no  liability  of  volatilisation  of  mercury. 

Drug  Deterioration  by  Polarised  Light. — D.  I.  Macht 
and  J.  C.  Krantz  ("  Journal  of  the  American  Phanma- 
ceutical  Association,"  February  1927,  p.  106)  have 
studied  tie  destructive  effect  of  polarised  light  on  a 
number  of  drugs,  and  announce  that  clear-cut  results 
have  been  obtained  already  in  the  case  of  digitalis 
tincture,  and  two  .crystalline  alkaloids  (cocaine  and 
quinine).  The  remarkable  feature  of  this  phenomenon  is 
that  the  deterioration  is  produced  by  ordinary  (or  long 
waves)  of  visible  light,  as  the  polarising  Nicol,  or  pile 
of  glass  plates  arranged  at  the  polarising  angle,  did  not 
allow  ultra-violet  rays  to  pass.  Digitalis  tinobure  irra- 
diated by  polarised  light  showed  10  per  cent,  loss  of 
potency  within  one  hour  compared  with  original  speci- 
men, and  contiol  subjected  to  non-polarised  light  of 
equal  (or  even  greater)  intensity.  This  loss  of  activity 
was  evident  both  in  animal  test  or  plant  assay.  The 
latter  phytochemical  method  uses  the  effect  of  a  0.5  per 
cent,  solution  on  the  growth  index  of  Lujnnus  alhus.  In 
the  case  of  cocaine  the  phytophai-macological  method  is 
particularly  sensitive,  as  one  of  the  decomposition  pro- 
ducts (benzoic  acid)  is  extremely  toxic  to  plant  proto- 
plasm compared  with  slightly  toxic  cocaine.  Goldfish  are 
also  very  sensitive  to  cocaine  anasthesia,  and  this  allows 
the  .comparative  potency  of  dilute  solutions  (1  :  5,000)  to 
be  determined  by  observing  time  taken  for  onset  of 
paralysis  of  fish  placed  therein.  Cocaine  solutions  on 
irradiation  for  short  periods  with  polarised  light  also 


showed  marked  deterioration  in  potency,  both  by  plant 
and  animal  tests  and  increase  in  hydrogen  ion  concentra- 
tion. Thus  12  c.c.  of  a  1  :  1,000  solution  of  cocaine 
hydrocMoride  on  subjection  to  light  from  a  15-watt 
Mazda  electric  .bulb  passing  through  a  Nicol  prism  took 
sixteen  minutes  to  paralyse  goldfish  in  1  :  5,000  dilution, 
compared  with  six  minutes  if  light  was  unpolarised. 
Quinine  tartrate  solutions  (1  per  cent.)  also  changed  on 
exposure  to  polarised  light  in  regard  to  reduction  in 
both  phytochemical  and  polarimetric  activity. — D.  I. 
Macht  and  J.  H.  Hill  [loc.  cit.,  p.  110)  have  extended 
the  investigation  of  the  effect  of  radiant  rays  to  Mereuro- 
chrome-220.  The  gennicidal  efficiency  of  1  :  500  solu- 
tions did  not  show  any  reduction  after  exposure  to 
ultra-violet  rays  from  a  quartz  mercury  vapour  lamp  or 
after  exposure  to  polarised  light. 

The  Faught  Test  for  Acetone. — H.  J.  Schaeffer,  in  the 
"  American  Journal  of  Pharmacy  "  for  December,  1926 
(p.  643) ,  states  that  the  Faught  test  is  of  extreme  value, 
when  it  is  desired  to  detect  small  quantities  of  acetone. 
The  test  has  been  avoided  owing  to  the  price  of  ethylene- 
diamine  hydrate,  which  is  almost  prohibitive  from  the 
clinician's  standpoint.  The  research  was  conducted  to 
find  the  least  amount  of  reagent  that  would  give  a  pink 
or  red  zone  at  the  point  of  contact  with  5  c.c.  of  sample 
mixed  with  an  equal  volume  of  freshly-distilled  water  con- 
taining one  grain  of  sodium  nitroprusside.  It  was  found 
that  the  addition  of  excess  of  ethylene-diamine 
hydrate  will  not  hasten  the  reaction.  The  maxi- 
mum results  were  obtained  with  known  dilutions 
of  acetone  with  one  drop  of  85  per  cent.  ethyleTie- 
diamine  hydrate  and  a  solution  of  four  grains  of 
sodium  nitroprusside  in  5  c.c.  of  freshly-distilled  water. 
Indication  of  acetone  to  the  dilution  of  1  :  l,0CO.OCO  was 
obtained,  the  tests  being  performed  in  the  cold  owing 
to  the  volatility  of  acetone.  A  faint  white  cloud  is 
ignored,  as  it  does  not  indicate  acetone.  The  concen- 
trated reagent,  though  probably  better  than  the  original 
10  per  cent,  test  solution  of  ethylene-diamine  hydrate, 
would  be  a  complete  failure  from  an  economic  standpoint. 
The  author  advocates  the  use  of  half-strength  or  5  per 
cent,  solution,  one  drop  of  which  will  indicate  1 :  5,000 
of  acetone  after  standing  forty-eight  hours  and  1 :  1,000 
in  twenty-four  hours.  Sugar  and  albumin  in  urine  do 
not  interfere  with  the  test.  The  following  comparisons 
are  given  :  ••

It  is  concluded  that  Legal's  t«st  remains  as  the  cheapest 
and  most  generally  reliable. 

The  Stability  of  Atropine  and  Hyoscyamlne  has  been 
investigated  by  S.  Palkin  and  H.  B.  Watkins  ("  Journal 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,"  January 
1927,  p.  21).  It  is  shown  by  experiments  that 
hyoscyamine  and  atropine  in  the  form  of  salts  of  a  strong 
mineral  acid  (particularly  as  sulphate)  are  stable  in  water 
■solution,  and  also  in  the  presence  of  a  reasonable  concen- 
tration of  acid.  Such  solutions  may  even  be  boiled  with- 
out danger  of  hydrolysis  of  the  alkaloid.  Hyoscyamine 
and  atropine  are  stable  in  the  form  of  free  bases  in 
organic  solvents,  such  as  chloroform  and  benzen^,  even 
at  their  boiling  points,  as  well  as  in  alcohol,  provided 
this  is  reasonably  free  from  water.  Hyoscyamine  and 
atropine  are  unstable  in  water  alone  or  aqueous  alkaline 
solution  even  in  the  cold,  and  hydrolysis  is  materially 
hastened  by  heating.  Ammonia  appears  to  exert  much 
less  hydrolytic  activity  than  ordinarily  supposed,  5  per 
cent,  not  effecting  the  least  hydrolysis,  provided  the 
alcoholic  strength  was  high.  It  is,  however,  pointed  out 
that  the  hydrolytic  action  of  water  on  atropine  mani- 
fests itself  when  least  expected,  the  moisture  remaining 
after  evaporation  of  chloroform  being  sufficient  to  damage 
the  atropine  residue  if  an  attempt  be  made  to  drive  off 
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moisture  and  make  it  ammonia  free.  The  error  becomes 
even  more  serious  if,  owing  to  fear  of  deleterious  action, 
the  solvent  is  evaporated  at  a  low  temperature,  as  this  pro- 
longs the  exposure  to  the  action  of  water.  The  addition 
of  10  c.c.  of  absolute  alcohol  (to  50  c.c.  of  chloroformic 
extract)  protected  against  hydrolysis  even  where  1  c.c. 
■of  ammonia  water  was  present  in  the  mixture.  Great 
constancy  of  results  was  obtained  by  observing  the  pre- 
caution to  evaporate  the  chloroformic  alkaloidal  solu- 
tion only  to  a  low  volume  (5  or  10  c.c.)  instead  of  to 
dryness.  As  regards  hyoscyamine,  a  mydriatic  test 
showed  that  with  proper  precautions  (as  taken  for 
atropine)  this  alkaloid  remains  unchanged  throughout 
the  assay  process.  From  a  purely  analytical  standpoint, 
the  racefflisation  of  hyoscyamine  to  atropine  would  not 
alter  the  alkaloidal  titration.  It  is  added  in  further 
precautionary  measures  that,  whenever  occasion  demands 
that  either  atropine  or  hyoscyamine  be  brought  into 
aqueous  solution,  acid  should  be  present  in  at  least 
equivalent  amount,  and  preferably  in  excess  (about  2  c.c. 
decinormal  acid  per  30  c.c.  solution).  For  liberation  of 
alkaloid  preparatory  to  extraction  the  aqueous  solution 
slhouLd  be  -cooled  and  immediatchi  shaken  with  a.  solven't 
to  bring  the  bulk  of  the  alkaloid  into  the  organic  sol- 
vent. An  air  blast  should  be  used  in  evaporating  chloro- 
formic extractions  on  steam  bath  to  low  volume,  after 
which  iV/0.02  sulphuric  acid  is  added  in  slight  excess 
before  proceeding  to  evaporate  off  the  remainder.  When 
cool  hack  titration  may  be  done  with  A''/0.02  alkali,  using 
methyl  red  indicator.  In  no  case  should  free  alkaloid  be 
allowed  to  stand  in  contact  with  water  for  any  length 
of  time,  nor  should  free  alkaloid  be  taken  up  for  "  direct 
titration  "  witihout  acid. — Stikarofsky  (loc.  cit.,  p.  30) 
gives  heating  of  alkaloidal  residue  on  water  bath  as  one 
reason  why  assay  of  hyoscyamus  tincture  conies  low. 
The  alkaloid  diminished  from  0.078  per  cent,  to  0.0730  per 
cent,  with  two  minutes'  heating,  and  to  0.0450  per  cent, 
with  fifteen  minutes'  heating  of  the  dry  alkaloid  on  a 
w.ater  bath. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Influenza  Bacillus. — Drs.  D.  and  R.  Thomson  ("  Lan- 
cet," I,  1927,  p.  252),  in  discussing  the  cause  of  influenza, 
state:  About  six  weeks  ago  one  of  us  contracted  rather 
a  severe  attack  of  typical  influenza.  As  we  possessed  a 
very  good  culture  medium  for  B.  pncuniosintes  we  deter- 
mined to  make  an  attempt  to  isolate  this  organism.  A 
swab  from  the  left  nostril  was  inoculated  into  the 
medium,  and  5  c.c.  of  blood,  drawn  off  during  the  first 
day  of  the  fever  was  distributed  into  two  further  tubes 
of  the  same  medium.  All  the  cultures  were  incubated 
anaerobically.  B.  pneiimosintes  did  not  appear  in  any 
of  the  tulies,  but  a  pure  culture  of  an  unusual  strepto- 
coccus was  obtained  from  the  nasal  swab  and  also  from 
the  blood.  The  streptococcal  cultures  were  plated,  and 
the  streptococcus  from  the  nose  and  from  the  blood  were 
found  to  be  identical.  This  attack  of  apparently  true 
influenza  was  thus  probably  due  to  a  streptococcus  which 
had  its  primary  focus  in  the  nose  and  which  invaded  the 
blood  stream.  In  broth  culture  it  is  a  small  strejitococcus 
occurring  in  fairly  long  chains,  whilst  on  solid  media  it 
is  extremely  pleomorphic,  showing  large  ovoid  forms  with 
pointed  ends. 

BOTANY 

Transmission  of  Excitation  in  Plants — J.  C.  Bose 
refutes  the  transpiration  current  theory  of  conduction  of 
excitatory  impulses  in  plants  in  a  letter  to  "  Nature  " 
of  January  8,  1927  (p.  48).  It  is  pointed  out  :  (a)  That 
Mimosa  can  be  excited  by  an  electric  shock  that  has 
one-tenth  the  intensity  for  human  sensation,  (b)  The 
excitation  is  conducted  both  upwards  and  do'Wn'wards 
simultaneously,  and  under  moderate  unilateral  excitation 
the  transmitted  pulse  ascends  along  one  side  to  the  aipex 
and  then  descends  the  other.  Transpiration  could  not 
possibly  produce  this  result,  (c)  The  rate  of  transmis- 
Bion  is  several  hundred  times  quicker  than  that  of  the 
ascent  of  sap.  Further  positive  evidence  that  the  .trans- 
mission in  the  plant  is  one  of  protoiplagmic  excitation 
is  that  this  is  correspondingly  modified  by  all  conditions 
which  affect  excitation  in  the  animal  nerve. 


ANALYTICAL  CHEMISTRY 

Vanillin  Assay.— For  the  rapid  assay  of  commercial 
synthetic  vanillin,  V.  Zanottl  ("  Bollettino  Chimico-Far- 
maceutico,"  January  30,  1927)  recommends  titration  with 
A^/10  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide.  1  c.c.  of  which 
neutralises  0.0152  gram  of  pure  vanillin,  using  phenolph- 
thalein  as  indicator. 

Detection    of    Hydrogen    Peroxide    in  Beverages.— 

'■■  Chocolate  soda  types  of  beverages  are  not  amenable 
to  preservation  with  the  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent,  of 
sodium  benzoate  usual  in  sj'rups  for  carbonated  drinks. 
This  led.  to  the  use  oi  hydrogen  peroxide  in  Ajnerica 
during'  the  summer  of  1925  as  a  substitute  for  benzoate 
imder  identity  concealing  names  such  as  "  Blending 
Liquid,"  "  Merchandise  A,"  all  of  these,  except  one, 
being  3  per  cent,  hydrogen  peroxide  solution,  the  ex 
ception  being  perhydrol  corresponding  to  30  per  cent, 
peroxide.  C.  D.  Howard  and  N.  Given,  of  the  U.S. 
State  Board  of  Health  state  ("  Industrial  and  Engineer- 
ing Chemistry."  January  1927,  p.  161)  that  investigations 
indicate  that  the  disappearance  of  this  preservative  from, 
the  finished  beverage  is  by  no  means  so  speedy  as 
claimed  by  promoters  of  its  use.  Statements  made  thai 
the  peroxide  vanished  in  the  finished  syrup  within  a 
few  minutes,  so  completely  that  it  was  impossible  Ui 
detect  it  by  analysis,  were  apparently  based  upon  the 
bichromate  method  of  detection  which  is  valueless  for 
small  amounts  of  peroxide.  The  above  authors  stato 
that  there  are  grounds  tor  considering  the  presence  of 
peroxide  in  beverages  as  distinctly  objectionable,  especi- 
ally as  the  practice  is  being  extended  largely  to  choco 
lated  milk.  Bot,h  this  and  chocolated  soda  are  extensively 
consumed  by  children,  which  raises  the  question  as  to 
whether  this  free  consumption  may  not  provoke  gastric 
irritation.  The  method  of  detection  advocated  as  reliable 
consists  in  adding  1  or  2  c.c.  of  starch-potassium  iodide 
test  solution  to  10  c.c.  of  fresh  (unheated)  milk,  and 
flowing  thereon  about  5  c.c.  of  sample  for  production  of 
a  blue  zo-ie  or  a  uniform  blue  colour  on  mixing.  Tha 
reaction  is  dependent  upon  the  peroxidase  in  unheated 
milk,  and  is  a  reversal  of  the  test  for  heated  milk.  Every 
sample  of  chocolate  soda  based  upon  the  cold  process 
and  known  to  contain  peroxide  gave  positive  tests,  and 
showed  that  this  did  not  completely  disappear  even  after 
three  weeks. 

BIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY 

Physiological  Role  of  Vitamin  B — Y.  Reader  and  J.  C; 
Druinmond  ("  Biochemical  Journal,"  Vol.  XX,  No.  6, 
p.  1256)  publish  the  results  of  experiments  that  appear 
to  confirm  tile  views  of  Dr.  Crladys  Hartwell  that  a 
definite  relationship  must  exist  between  vitamin  B 
intake  and  the  amount  of  protein  in  a  diet.  Confirma- 
tion is  given  of  the  inadequacy  of  diets  consisting  largely 
of  protein  (caseinogen)  and  that  this  is  made  good  by 
yeast  extract  (vitamin  B).  The  experiments  do  not 
support  the  opinions  that  vitamin  B  stands  in  similar 
relationship  to  carbohydrate  or  total  calorie  intake. 
Hypertrophy  of  the  kidneys  only  occurs  in  animals  fed 
on  diets  mainly  proteinic  when  growth  rate  is  not  normal, 
the  excretion  of  nitrogenous  end  products  of  metabolism 
not  causing  damage  to  kidney  tissues. 

Dephosphorised  Casein. — The  name  of  "  dephosphorised 
casein  "  was  given  by  Rimington  and  Kay  to  the  protein 
produced  from  caseinogen  by  the  action  of  iV/0.25  sodium 
hydroxide  at  37°  C.  for  twenty-four  hours.  This  differs 
from  ordinary  casein  only  in  containing  minimal  amounts 
of  phosphorus.  C.  Rimington  ("  Biochemical  Journal,'"'' 
XXI,  p.  204)  further  finds  that  ammonia  is  liberated  by 
the  action  of  the  alkali,  and  at  the  end  of  thirty  hours 
approximately  half  of  the  total  amide  nitrogen  has  been 
eliminated.  Dephosphorised  casein  gives  all  the  colour 
tests  for  caseinogen.  It  is  insoluble  in  water,  but  soluble 
in  sodium  hydroxide,  requiring  approximately  the  same 
quantity  of  alkali  as  caseinogen  in  order  to  complete  its 
solution.  Dephosphorised  casein  is  only  slowly  attacked 
by  proteolytic  enzymes,  and  it  is  not  coagulated  by 
rennin.

Vitamin  B  and  Tissue  Oxidations. — J.  C.  Drummond 
and  G.  F.  Marrian  ("  Biochemical  Journal,"  Vol.  XX, 
No.  6,  p.  1229)  find  that  the  oxidative  activity  of  muscle 
and  liver  tissues  is  not  reduced  as  a  result  of  vitamin  B 
deprivation.  The  fall  of  body  temperature  and  decrease 
in  oxygen  consumption  in  the  final  phase  of  vitamin  B 
deficiency  are  probably  the  natural  consequence  of  ex- 
haustion of  reserve  food  materials,  as  shown  by  animals 
exhibiting  premortal  values  showing  recovery  of  approxi- 
mately normal  oxygen  consumption  on  warming  in  a 
bath  to  normal  temperature.  The  short  duration  of  the 
recovery  is  in  favour  of  the  oxidative  mechanism  being 
unimpaired,  but  that  available  food  is  lacking.  There  is 
a  concentration  of  the  reducing  substance  in  inanition 
and  vitamin  B  deficiency,  and  hypertrophy  of  the  adrenal 
glands  is  associated  therewith.  The  conclusion  finally 
attained  is  that  (in  rats)  the  nutritive  failure  following 
a  deficiency  of.  vitamin  B  is  virtually  identical  with  that 
of  starvation,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  reject  com- 
pletely the  view  that  vitamin  B  is  essential  for  the  pro- 
duction or  functioning  of  the  oxidative  mechanism  of  the 
tissues. 

Rapid  Test  for  Vitamin  D. — H.  Jephcott  and  A.  L. 
Bacharach  (  '  Biochemical  Journal,"  Vol.  XX,  No.  6, 
p.  1351),  use  the  marked  faBcal  alkalinity  developed  by 
j'ats  on  a  high-calcium  low-phosphorus  (rachitogenic)  dic^ 
as  a  rapid  and  reliable  test  for  vitamin  D.  A  2  per  cent, 
suspension  of  fseces,  uncontaminated  with  urine,  is  made 
by  disintegrating  with  a  glass  rod  in  small-stoppered 
cylinders  and  sihaking  vigorously.  The  hydrogen  ion  con- 
ow'tratdon  is  determined  ekctrometrioally  after  filtering 
through  a  loose  plug  of  cotton  wool.  Animals  are  pre- 
pared by  feeding  albino  rats  (20  to  40  days  old)  of  40  to 
C)0  grams  body-weight  on  Zucker's  diet  401  until  faeces  an; 
1'h  7.3  or  more,  which  takes  ten  to  twelve  days.  The- 
ai.itirachitic  unit  of  the  food  tested  is  taken  as  that  quan- 
tity producing  two  consecutive  daily  readings  of  Ph  6."^ 
or  less,  but  not  more  than  Ph  6.8,  thre  testing  commencing 
Ci;i  the-  tihiii'd  day.  Physiologically  acidic  substances,  such 
as  ammonium  chloride,  cause  similar  effects,  but  this  does 
no',  detract  from  the  usefulness'  of  tih-e  test  in  the  case  of 
substances  of  known  origin,  such  as  extract  of  cod- 
liver  oil,  to  which  the  authors  have  applied  the  test  for 
over  two  years.  It  is  shown  that  the  marked  feecal 
alkalinity  on  diet  401  is  not  affected  by  the  administration 
of  non-antiraichitic  substances  (such  as  paraffinum 
liquidum,  glycerol,  or  crude  cliolesiterol  in  olive  oil),  and 
tliat  the  fascal  Ph  is  reduced  to  the  alkaline  side  of 
neutrality  by  cod-liver  oil,  irradiated  cholesterol,  or  treat- 
ment with  ultra-violet  light. 

The  Biochemistry  of  the  Aqueous  Humour  is  the  sub- 
ject   of    a    communication    by    S.    Duke-Elder  in  the 

Biochemical- Journal  "  (Vol.  XXI,  No.  1,  p.  66).  The 
chemical  analyses  of  aqueous  humour  and  of  a  typical 
serum  (both  from  the  horse)  are  compared  below,  the 
stated  quantities  relating  to  weight  in  volume  (grams 
per  100  c.c.)  : —

The  conclusion  attained  is  that  the  aqueous  humour  is

product  of  a  special  secretory  mechanism. 


"  Provitamin  "  is  the  name  proposed  by  0.  Rosenheim 
and  T.  A.  Webster  for  the  precursor  of  vitamin  D.  This 
is  to  replace  the  term  "  vitasterol  "  previously  suggested 
(C.  db  D.,  Vol.  CV,  p.  934).  Incidentally  an  addendum 
to  their  paper  ("  Biochemical  Journal,"  Vol.  XXI.  No.  1, 
p.  127)  on  the  relation  of  cholesterol  to  vitamin  D  makes 
the  important  announcement  that  ergosterol,  or  a  sterol 
of  similar  constitution,  is  the  parent  substance  of  vita- 
min D  (see  also  tJie  "Lancet"  of  February  4).  I.  M. 
Heilbron,  E.  D.  Kamm  and  R.  A.  Morton  ("  Biochemical 
Journal,"  XXI,  p.  78).  find  that  fractional  crystallisa- 
tion of  purified  cholesterol  witli  ethyl  acetate  leads  to  the 
concentration  of  an  "  X  "  substance  which  is  more  in- 
soluble and  possesses  an  increased  extinction  coefficient 
for  the  three  absorption  ^  bands  of  cholesterol  before 
irradiation.  Material  in  which  the  extinction  coefficient 
had  been  increased  approximately  four  times  was  found 
by  Rosenheim  and  Webster  on  biological  testing  to  be 
three  to  four  times  as  active  as  the  non-fractionated 
product,  spectrographic  results  and  animal  tests 
thus  showing  remarkable  agreement.  1  he  prelimi- 
nary chemical  investigation  indicates  that  X-material 
has  a  slightly  higher  carbon  content  than  choles- 
terol, and  does  not  give  the  Liebermann  reac- 
tion for  the  latter  substance,  nor  is  it  precipi- 
tated by  digitonin.  Whereas  cholesjterol  shows  only 
general  absorption,  the  "  X  "  substance  exhibits  well- 
defined  absorption  bands  at  293/j/i,  230/i/.i,  and  269/i,u. 
These  bands  disappear  on  irradiation  with  ultra-violet 
light  with  concomitant  appearance  of  vitamin  potency. 
It  would  thus  appear  that  there  is  definite  evidence  for 
a  correlation  between  absorption  bands  and  a  vitamin 
precursor,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  unknown  substance 
is  closely  connected  with  the  vitamin  D  precursor. 

Colour  Tests  for  Vitamin  A.— S.  G.  Willimott,  T. 
Moore  and  F.  Wokes  ("  Biochemical  Journal,"  Vol.  XX, 
No.  6,  p.  1292)  have  revised  the  views  stated  by  the 
first  two  only  a  few  months  previously  (loc.  cit..  p.  859), 
and  now  conclude  that  Fearon's  pyrogallic  acid  test  is 
not  specific  for  vitamin  A.  These  workers  find  that  cod- 
liver  oil  still  gives  the  Fearon  colour  test  after  all  the 
vitamin  A  has  been  destroyed  by  sulphuric  acid,  phos- 
phorus pentoxide,  or  exposure  to  ultra-violet  light. 
They  find  that  the  arsenic  chloride  test  of  Rosenheim 
and  Drummond  and  the  antimony  chloride  test  of  Carr 
and  Price  are  more  sensitive  than  colour  reactions  with 
sulphuric  acid  or  phosphorus  pentoxide.  It  is  noted 
that  anhydrous  chloroform  should  be  used  in  preparing 
saturated  solution  of  antimony  trichloride,  the  reagent 
made  with  ordinary  B.P.  chloroform  tending  to  become 
cloudy,  which  prevents  a  clean  colour  being  obtained  in 
the  tintometer  cell.  The  chloroform  was  dried  by  shaking 
with  anhydrous  sulphate  for  several  days.  The  antimony 
trichloride  test  seems  to  be  the  most  suitable  for  quan- 
titative determinations  of  vitamin  A,  since  it  gives 
colours  which  persist  longer.  In  view  of  the  transient 
nature  of  the  colours  obtained  with  either  antimony 
chloride  or  arsenic  trichloride,  it  is  suggested  that  colour 
comparisons  should  be  taken  not  more  than  30  seconds 
after  mixing.  A  curve  made  by  plotting  blue  units 
against  time  of  irradiation  shows  that  cod-liver  oil  in  a 
layer  not  more  than  1  cm.  deep  lost  abouj,  half  its 
potency  in  75  minutes  when  exposed  to  radiations  from 
a  Hewittic  mercury  vapour  lamp  at  a  distance  of  7.5  cm. 
Difficulty  was  met  with  in  getting  accurate  tintometer 
readings  after  one-third  of  the  vitamin  A  had  been 
destroyed. — 0.  Rosenheim  and  T.  A.  Webster  (loc.  cit., 
p.  1342)  also  present  chemical  and  biological  evidence 
that  Fearon's  reaction  has  no  relation  to  vitamin  A. 
They  suggest  that  the  chromogen  arises  from  aldehydic 
oxidation  of  unsaturated  fatty  acids  of  the  type  of 
clupanodonic  acid.  A  sardine  oil  gave  as  intense  a 
Fearon  reaction  as  a  standard  cod-liver  oil  without  pro- 
ducing growth  or  having  any  effect  on  xerophthalmia. 

Colour  Tests  for  Vitamins — 0.  Rosenheim  and  T.  A. 
Webster  ("Lancet,"  II,  1926,  p.  806),  in  a  critical 
study  from  the  National  Institute  of  Medical  Research 
of  colour  tests  suggested  for  vitamin  A,  point  out  that 
of  the  two  colour  reactions  recently  brought  to  notice,; 
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one  at  least  has  no  value  for  the  purpose  intended,  and 
may  therefore  be  seriously  misleading.  In  the  first,  a 
transient  blue  colour  is  developed  by  adding  arsenious 
chloride  or  antimony  chloride  to  cod-liver  oil,  and  in 
the  second,  described  by  Fearon,  a  permanent  red  colour 
is  produced  by  pyrogallol  in  the  presence  of  trichloro- 
acetic acid  and  an  oxidising  agent.  As  regards  Fearon's 
test,  the  evidence  appears  to  be  quite  definitely  against 
its  having  any  relation  to  vitamin-A.  In  the  caise  of 
the  colour  reaction  with  AsCl,,  (or  SbCl.,)  the  possibility 
of  a  direct  relation  of  the  chromogen  to  vitamin-A 
remains  open.  In  connection  with  these  colorimetric  tests 
the  effect  of  exposure  to  light  and  air  on  cod-liver  oil 
was  examined  by  parallel  colour  and  feeding  tests.  The 
AsCl.,  colour  reaction  disappeared  together  with  vita- 
min-A (as  tested  on  the  animal)  when  cod-liver  oil  was 
kept  in  loosely  stoppered  glass  bottles  exposed  to  light 
under  laboratory  conditions  for  eight  weeks.  Since  the 
authors  had  previously  observed  that  the  chromogen 
responsible  for  the  AsClj  reaction  is  rapidly  destroyed 
by  organic  peroxides,  the  exposed  oil  was  examined  by 
various  characteristic  tests.  The  guaiacum  test  with 
peroxidase  (from  horse  radish)  was  found  to  give  a 
strong  reaction.  A  distinct  positive  reaction  was 
obtained  with  dilute  blood  (and  guaiacum)  and  a  strong 
reaction  with  potassium  iodide-starch  solution.  Seven 
different  samples  of  ordinary  cod-liver  oil,  kept  in  the 
■dark,  were  also  tested,  and  of  these  one  did  not  react 
with  the  AsCl,  reagent.  This  particular  oil  gave  a  strong 
peroxidj  reaction  and  was  found  inactive  in  the  growth- 
test.  When  mixed  with  an  active  sample  of  cod-liver 
oil  it  rapidly  destroyed  in  this  the  chromogen  of  the 
AsCl,  reaction.  It  would  therefore  seem  that  the 
peroxide  reaction  deserves  to  be  considered  in  further 
work,  in  conjunction  with  other  tests,  when  judging  the 
vitamin  value  of  cod-liver  oils.  The  destructive  action 
of  both  light  and  air  on  vitamin-A  is  well  known,  and 
it  is  surprising  that  this  knowledge  has  not  yet  led  to 
the  more  general  supply  of  the  oil  in  ■  small  bottles  of 
brown  glass. 

INDUSTRIAL  CHEMISTRY 
The  Phenol-Coefficients  of  Disinfectants. — The  effect  of 
variations  of  the  Ph  value  of  liroth  used  in  the  Rideal- 
Walker  method  of  standardising  disinfectants  is  reported 
upon  bv  Quintin  Moore  ("  Journal  of  the  Societv  of 
Chemical  Industry,"  December  31,  1926,  p.  472T).  'The 
phenol  coefficient  is  shown  to  be  dependent  upon  the 
hydrogen  ion  concentration  at  which  the  broths  are 
filtered  during  the  standardisation  process,  a  broth  with 
Ph  7.6  giving  results  comparable  with  accepted  Rideal- 
Walker  values.  The  table  below  summarises  and  com- 
pares results  : —

"  Aerolite  "  is  a  new  synthetic  resin  obtained  by  a 
condensation  reiaction  between  glycerol  and  phenol,  which 
is  described  by  J.  Mcintosh  in  "  Industrial  and  Engineer- 
ing Chemistry,"  January  1927  (p.  111).  A  typical. mode 
of  formation  consists  in  heating  phenol  (100)  and  glyceroi 
(70)  with  concentraited  sulphuric  acid  (1)  to  160°-190°  C, 
removing  water  (35)  as  it  is  formed  through  <<  fractionation 
column.  After  cooling  slightly,  the  excess  acid  is  neutrai- 
ised  with  calcium  or  barium  carbonate  or  oxide,  as  these 
do  not  impair  the  dielectrioal  properties  of  the  synthetic  . 
.resiin,  which  is  reddish-brown  in  the  acid  state  and  deep 
purple  when  a<lkaline,  this  colour  change  being  sharp  and 
pronounced.  The  new  synthetic ,  resin  can  be  heated  to 
525°  C  (or  even  highex  after  neutralisation)  when  it  po'urts 
with  water-like  fluidity.  It  sets  hard,  with  a.  brilliant 
lustre,  on  cooling,  and  is  easily  soluble  in  alcohol,  acetone 
and  other  solvents.  The  alcoholic  solution  is  an  excellent 
insulating  varnish.  Hardening  agents  (4  to  12  per  cent.), 
such  as  formaldehyde,  paraformaldehyde,  or  hexamethy- 
lenetetramine,  can  be  added  to  speed  up  the  change  from 
soluble-fusible  to  insoluble-infusible  condition.  It  ir* 
claimed  that  aerolite  withstands  higher  temperatures  and 
has  a  superior  luisfre  to  any  synthetic  r^sin  known  hitherto. 


The  Examination  of  Perfumes — According  to  Treff 
(''  Zeitschiift  fiir  angewandte  Chemie,"  1926  ,  39,  1306) 
criticises  the  methods  of  examination  of  certain  perfume 
materials  usually  practised.  He  states  that  xylene  musk, 
for  example,  exists  in  two  modifications,  a  stable 
form  melting  at  112°-113°,  and  a  labile  form 
melting  at  105°-106°.  He  states  that  the  forma- 
tion of  the  stable  form  is  influenced  by  sowing 
the  melted  musk,  or  a  concentrated  alcoholic 
solution,  with  a  crysta)l  of  the  stable  form,  or  by  recrystal- 
lisation  from  ether,  benzene,  toluene,  or  petroleum  ether. 
He  considers  that  the  varying  melting  point  of  com- 
mercial musk  is  to  be  explained  on  this  basis.  This,  how- 
ever, does  not  appear  to  be  supported  by  any  direct 
evidence,  nor  even  to  be  probable.  It  is  well  known  that 
the  near  homologues  of  xylene  musk  have  almost  identical 
odours  with  that  of  xylene  musk,  so  that  the  commercial 
article  may  well  contain  traces  of  the  homologuies  which 
alter  the  melting  point  by  a  few  degrees,  Avithout  detract- 
ing from  the  odour  value.  Treff  also  thinks  the  generally 
accepted  specific  gTavity  of  benzaldehyde  is  too  high  (1.050 
— 1.055).  He  states  that  chlorine-free  benzaldehyde  only 
oversteps  the  limit  of  1.050  on  account  of  its  benzoic  acid 
content.  This,  again,  is  highly  improbable,  and  not  in 
accord  with  the  experience  of  most  chemists.  The  author 
says  :  "  In  a  series  of  distillations  with  a  pure  sample  of 
cassia  oil  different  rates  of  distillation  gave  residiies  vary- 
ing from  6  to  30  per  cent."  Upon  this  hie  bases  his  con- 
clusion that  distillations  s.hould  be  conducted  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  That  the  non-distillable  residue  of  cassia  oil 
—containing  about  85  per  cent,  of  cinnamic  aldehyde — 
could  be  raised  from  5  to  30  per  cent,  by  any  ordinary 
variations  in  the  conditions  of  distillation  is  unlikely. 

Relative  Toxicity  of  Contact  Insecticides. — F.  Tatter- 
sall,  G.  T.  Gimingham,  and  H.  M.  Morris  (■'  Annals  of 
Aipplied  Biology,"  Vol.  XII,  p.  61  and  p.  218;  and 
Vol.  XIII,  p.  424)  used  adult  black  bean  aphis  {Aphis 
rumicis)  ancl  purple  thorn  moth  eggs  (Setcnia  tetra- 
lunaria)  as  test  objects  for  obtaining  quantitative  results 
concerning  the  inseeti'cidal  values  of  plant  products  and 
organic  chemicals.  The  toxicity  of  a  number  of  plants, 
including  some  tropical  fish  poisons,  was  tested  on 
A.  rumicis  in  the  form  of  aqueous  or  alcoholic  extracts. 
The  leaves  and  seeds  of  Tephrosia  Vogelii  were  com- 
pletely toxic  in  1  per  cent,  solution  in  water  or  0.1  per 
cent,  emulsion  of  dried  alcoholic  extract.  The  roots  and 
stems  of  white  haiari  and  the  stems  of  black  haiari  also 
possessed  high  insacticidal  properties.  The  most  toxic 
substance  isolated  was  found  to  be  identical  with  the 
tubatoxin  of  Dcrris  dUqitica,  which  was  more  potent 
than  nicotine  in  its  effect  on  A.  rumicis.  None  of  the 
other  alkaloids  tested  approached  nicotine  in  toxicity. — 
As  regards  organic  chemicals,  2  :  4-dinitrophenol 
and  3  :  5  dinitro-o-cresol  exhibited  powerful  insecticidal 
properties,  killing  eggs  of  .S'.  tetrahnwria  with  concen- 
tration between  0.1  and  0.2  per  cent.  The  utility  of 
these  comypounds  as  a  winter  E(pray  is  suggested  (being 
injurious  to  foliage).  Field  tests  confiraii  the  high 
efficiency  in  the  open  against  the  eggs  of  hop-damson 
aphis  on  plum  trees,  no  injury  to  the  trees  being  observ- 
able. The  sti-ength  of  spray  fluid  was  0.15  to  0.25  per- 
cent, of  the  dinitrocresol  or  its  sodium  salt,  the  latter 
showing  slightly  reduced  toxicity.  Ihe  most  toxic 
naphthalene  derivative  was  a-chlor-naphthalene.  Toxicity 
increased  with  the  introcKiction  of  a  chloro-  or  nitro- 
group  into  the  benzene  ring,  and  a  second  nitro-grouip 
accentuated  it  still  further. — English  patent  261,055,  by 
H.  Maxwell  Lefroy  and  the  Graesser-Monsanto  Chemical 
Works,  states  that  the  monohalogen  naphthalenes  kill 
flies  and  larvse  at  such  low  concentrations  as  one  ijart 
per  million  by  volume.  It  relates  to  production  of 
lethal  concentrations  by  volatilisation  from  kieselguhr 
mixture  or  in  sprayed  hydrocarbon  oil. — E.  0.  Essig;, 
(Bulletin  No.  411,  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
University  of  California,  p.  1)  recommends  the  use  of 
^;-dichlor-'benzene  for  the  destruction  of  root  parasites 
on  fi-uit  trees.  The  applied  dose  averages  1^  or  2  oz. 
for  a  ten-year-old  tree.  The  solid  substance  is  placed 
in  a  trench  and  covered  w-ith  earth.

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Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain 
Branch  Meetings 
Bristol.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Bristol  Branch,  held  on 
March  10.  Mr.  John  Humphrey  (member  ai  Council) 
gave  au  address  on  The  Position'of  the  Society.  Suppos- 
ing, he  said,  every  member  were  to  sever  Lis  connec- 
tion with  the  Society,  it  would  still  survive  and  be  able 
to  continue  all  its  statutory  functions.  It  would  stiH 
remain  truly  representative  of  British  pharmacy  as  a 
whole,  whereas  no  merely  trade  organisation  can  exist 
■without  members.  In  the  one  case  the  Society  is  all- 
important,  and  can  function  whether  those  it  represents 
subscribe  to  it  or  not ;  to  other  organisations,  however, 
members  and  subscriptions  are  requisite  before  they  can 
be  said  to  exist.  Further,  no  merely  trade  organisation 
is  representative  of  more  than  a  section — usually  pro- 
prietors of  pharmacies.  But  the  Society  represents  every 
one  of  us,  subscribers  or  not,  throughout  life,  from  the 
moment  when  we  register  as  students  to  the  time  when 
we  reach  the  end  of  the  chapter,  and  our  names  are 
perforce  removed  from  the  register.  In  every  sense  of 
the  word,  therefore,  the  Society  represents  pharmacists 
as  no  other  body  can  do.  lhat  a  purelj-  voluntary  body, 
the  executive  of  which  is  elected  by  the  free  votes  of 
its  mensbers,  should  occupy  such  a  position  as  does  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  seems,  of  course,  entirely  illo- 
gical, and  we  are  told  that  such  a  condition  of  affairs 
could  not  conceivably  be  imagined  if  pharmacy  and  the 
sale  of  poisons  ,were  nowadays  to  be  regulated  from 
the  beginning.  We  should,  as  a  matter  of  principle, 
be  placed  under  the  control  of  some  Government  depart- 
ment, or  some  body  like  the  General  Medical  Council, 
specially  set  up  for  the  purpose.  But  the  plan  agreed 
upon  in  1868  has  worked  extremely  well,  and,  whether 
logical  or  not,  there  is  no  valid  reason  for  serious  modi- 
fication of  the  existing  position.  Some  well-meaning 
persons  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  have  thought  that 
the  Government  inquiry  now  proceeding  afforded  a 
favourable  opportunity  for  scrapping  existing  arrange- 
ments m  favour  of  something  on  a  more  logical  basis. 
One  in  particular  has  proposed  formally  that  all  the 
Society's  statutory  functions  should  be  transferred  to  a 
new  non-elective  body  on  which  pharmacy  should  have 
only  limited  representation,  and  that  what  there  remained 
of  the  Society  should  be  linked  up  with  existing  trade 
organisations.  It  is  difiicult  to  understand  such  an 
attitude  on  the  part  of  anyone  who  knows  what  the 
Society  has  done  and  how  well  it  has  served  the  public. 
Possibly  the  explanation  is  that  advocacy  of  the  destruc- 
tive policy  referred  to  is  dictated  by  fear  that  a  time 
may  come  when  control  of  the  Society's  affairs  will 
pass  into  the  hands  of  persons  who  are  unfit  to  exercise 
such  control.  Xo  encouragement  should  be  given  to 
candidates  for  seats  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  who 
promise  to  represent  sectional  interests  and  seek  to  utilise 
the  Society's  powers  and  resources  as  a  direct  means 
of  improving  trade  conditions.  That  way  madness  lies, 
and  the  risk  of  injuriously  affecting  the  Society's  status. 
It  is  only  indirectly,  as  through  the  medium  of  improved 
training  and  education,  that  the  Society  can  improve  the 
business  position  of  chemists  and  druggists.  Members 
of  the  Council  should,  therefore,  continue  to  'be  selected 
from  those  who  are  prepared  to  work  for  the  good  of 
pharmacy  through  devotion  to  the  public  interest. 

Manchester. — A  joint  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and 
Salford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  in  the 
Medic-al  Lecture  Theatre  at  the  University  on  March  9, 
Mr.  W.  Kirkby,  M..Sc.,  in  the  ohair,  when  Professor 
W.  E.  S.  Turner,  D.Sc,  M.Sc.,  Professor  of  Glass 
Technology,  gave  a  lecture  on  The  Natural  History  of 
the  Glas.i  Container,  illustrated  by  lantern  slides.  Pro- 
fessor Turner,  in  his  introductory  remarks,  gave  a  brief 
historical  survey  of  glass  manufacture.  He  exhibited 
on  the  screen  lantern  slides  of  glassware,  vases,  jars, 
flasks,  bottles,  etc.,  dating  from  Eoman  times.  Professor 
Turner  then  dealt  with  the  general  and  chemical  com- 
position of  glass,  and  exhibited  the  formula  of  the 
various  types  of  glass.

Dhaft  Order 

The  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  for  Xorthern  Ireland 
forwarded  the  "following  draft  order  :  In  accordance  with 
subsection  (2)  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  (Xorthern  Ireland),  1925,  after  consultation 
with  the  Council  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Ministry 
of  Finance,  it  is  hereby  determined  that  : — 

(1)  The  annual  licence  fee  for  pharmaceutacal  chemiBts 
shall  be  £3  3s.,  and  that  for  chemists  and  drug-gi&ts  and 
reg'istered  drugg'ists  shall  be  £2  2s. 

(2)  Pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and  dniggnsts,  and 
registered  druggists  mav  in  any  vear  obtain  a  licence  after 
the  31st  March,  the  3&th  June,  and  the  30th  September 
on  pavment  of  three-quarters,  one-half,  and  one-quarter 
resi)ectiv6lv  of  the  full  licence  fee  appropriate  to  their 
qualification,  whidi  licence  shall  expire  on  the  31st  December 
in  that  year.  . 

(3)  OhemLsts  and  druggists  and  registered  druggists  who, 
having  paid  the  full  annual  licence  appropriate  to  their 
qualification,  subsequently  become  qualified  and  registered  as 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  may  in  any  yeai-  obtain  the  licence 
of  pharmaceutical  chemist  after  the  Slst  INIarch  for  los.  9d., 
after  the  30th  June  for  10s.  6d.,  and  after  the  7M\  September 
for  55.  3d.,  which  licence  shall  expire  on  the  31st  December 
in  that  year. 

The  Presfdeni  said  they  would  all  agree  to  the  draft 
order,  which  was  passed. 

Education  Committee.

Pbarma- 
ceutical  Societv  of  Great  Britain;  Mr.  Edmund  ^\hite, 
past-President 'Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain;

and  :Mr.  F."  W.  Hampshire,  secretary  of  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.    Eight  members  were  elected. 
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Festivities 

The  I.O.O.  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the  Institute  of 
Ophthalmic  Opticians  was  held  at  the  First  Avenue 
Hotel,  London,  W.C.,  on  March  17,  Mr.  Owen  Av«s 
(chairman)  presiding.  Among  the  chemists  present  were 
Messrs.  T  Leigh  Bennett,  J.  Harcombe  Cuff  (editor  of 
"  The  Refractionist  "),  F.  S.  Horsey,  and  A.  Upson, 
J. P.  In  proposing  "  The  Institute,"  Sir  Rohert  Gower, 
M.P.,  after  referring  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  at  the  Refraction  Hospital  and  the  resea-rch  work 
being  carried  on  by  the  Institute,  said  that  if  members 
of  Parliament  understood  the  Optical  Bill  they  would 
have  no  doubt  about  supporting  it,  and  if  opticians  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  the  salient  points  before  them  there 
would  be  110  doubt  about  its  being  placed  on  the  statute 
book.  Mr.  0.  Aves,  in  reply,  said  members  of  the  Insti- 
tute had  shown  courage,  fidelity  and  (after  struggling  for 
twenty-two  years)  tenacity  of  purpose.  There  were  3,000 
fully  qualified  opticians  in  the  country,  and  2,000  of 
these  were  members  of  the  Institute.  He  had  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Optical  Bill  would  become  law, 
if  not  during  the  present  session,  during  the  lifetime  of 
the  present  Government.  Mr.  A.  Upson,  J. P.,  in  his 
welcome  to  "  The  Visitors,"  said  that  the  Institute  had 
some  tirne  ago  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  members  of 
Parliament,  more  than  half  of  whom  had  expressed  them- 
selves in  favour  of  the  proposals  which  had  been  incor- 
porated in  the  Optical  Bill.  There  were  a  few  dissen- 
tients on  behalf  of  the  unqualified  opticians,  but  as  their 
fears  had  been  removed  by  the  Bill,  he  hoped  due  and 
favourable  consideration  would  be  given  that  measure. 
Mr.  H.  Williams,  M.P.,  Mr.  S.  P.  Viant,  M.P.,  Dr. 
Margaret  Dobson  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Barker  (President  of 
the  I?ritish  Optical  Association)  briefly  responded.  The 
first-named  said  he  had  received  a  communication  from 
some  ophthalmologists  who  did  not  wish  the  opticians' 
Bill  to  succeed,  as  they  objected  to  what  they  regarded 
as  unqualified  practice.  This  view  he  regarded  as  far- 
cical ;  the  ophthalmologists  should  promote  a  Bill  to 
prevent  opticians  practising  at  all,  otherwise  why  should 
they  object  to  the  latter  raising  the  standard  of  their 
profession  ?  The  speeches  were  interspersed  with  an 
excellent  musical  programme,  and  dancing  commenced 
about  10  o'clock. 

S.E.  London  Chemists'  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the  South-East  London 
Chemists'  Association  wajs  held  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati, 
Oxford  Street,  W.l,  on  March  17,  the  President  (Mr. 
H.  S.  Foster)  in  the  chair.  Supporting  the  President 
at  the  top  table  were  Mrs.  Foster,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Keith, 
Mr.  John  Humphrey  (representing  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  Mr.  A.  Arrowsmith,  Mr.  T. 
Beech,  Mr.  C.  G.  Bonner  (President  of  the  Western 
Pharmacists'  Association),  Mr.  W.  B.  Falding,  Mr.  F.  A. 
Lawman  (President  of  the  Ealing  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion), Mr  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society),  Mr.  E.  G.  Price,  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher, 
Mr.  J.  T.  Walters  (President  of  the  North  London  Phar- 
maceutical Association),  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  (President  of 
the  South-West  London  Chemists'  Association),  and  Mr. 
A.  J.  Wing.  Among  the  large  gathering — a  record  in  the 
Association's  history — we  noticed  Mr.  T.  W.  Cleave, 
Mr.  T.  M  Ford  (S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  Mr.  F. 
Giles,  Mr  John  Royle  (J.  W.  Royle,  Ltd.),  Mr.  Philip 
Royle  (Ingram  &  Royle,  Ltd.),  Mr.  J.  Saunders  (Willows, 
Francis  Butler  &  Thompson,  Ltd.),  Mr.  W.  P.  Want, 
and  representatives  of  many  wholesale  houses  besides 
those  mentioned.  A  small  orchestra  played  at  intervals 
during  the  excellent  dinner,  and  at  its  close  six  brief 
speeches  followed  in  quick  succession.  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing 
set  the  7_'ace  with  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  with  which  he  coupled  the  name  of  Mr.  John 
Humphrey,  long  associated  with  the  Society  as  editor 
of  its  journal,  examiner,  and  nov/  member  of  its  Council. 
Mr.  Humphrey,  in  reply,  condensed  into  the  space  oi 
a  few  minutes  a  good  deal  of  useful  information  about 
the  Society.  He  pointed  out  that  with  two-thirds  of  the 
registered  people  on  its  list  of  members  it  was  in  a 
strong  position.    The  Council,  Mr.  Humphrey  continued, 


wanted  members  to  be  consistent  and  to  help  the  Parlia- 
mentary Fund  :  unless  they  got  a  pharmacist  into  Parlia- 
ment they  were  soon  going  to  lose  privileges.  Next  month 
he  would  complete  his  fiftieth  year  in  pharmacy — 
(Applause) — and  he  could  assure  those  present  that  there 
was  no  "  catch  "  in  being  a  member  of  the  Council. 
(Laughter.)  In  his  concluding  sentences  Mr.  Humphrey 
made  an  eloquent  reference  to  the  loss  sustained  the 
Vice-President  of  the  Society  (Mr.  Herbert  Skinner), 
whose  telegram  wishing  the  Association  a  successful 
evening  was  afterwards  read  by  the  chairman.  The 
second  toast,  that  of  "  The  South-East  London  Chemists' 
Association,"  was  submitted  by  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells,  who 
referred  to  the  work  put  in  by  the  President  as  a 
member  of  the  Pharmacists'  Volunteer  Corps  in  the 
years  1915-19.  The  President,  added  Mr.  Wells,  was  a 
good  sportsman — a  tribute  which  the  gathering  endorsed 
by  according  the  toast  with  musical  honours.  Mr. 
Foster's  response  was  brief  and  aptly  worded  ;  he  praised 
Mr.  Wells's  war  service,  thanked  the  visitors  for  their 
attendance  (mentioning  that  Mr.  Lawman  had  travelled 
from  Liverpool  for  the  event),  and  reinforced  Mr. 
Humphrey's  appeal  for  the  Parliamentary  Fund.  The 
final  toast,  "  The  Ladies  and  Visitors,"  inspired  clever 
and  amusing  speeches  from  Mr.  J.  Milner  and  Mr.  H.  N. 
Linstead,  the  respective  proposer  and  responder,  with,  at 
the  end  of  the  I'eply,  an  announcement  that  the  Associa- 
tion had  undertaken  to  raise  £250. 


Western  Pharmacists'  Association 

A  MEETING  of  the  W'estern  Pharmacists'  Association 
was  held  at  192  Oxford  Street,  W.l,  on  March  23, 
the  President  (Mr.  C.  G.  Bonner)  in  the  chair.  Three 
subjects  were  discussed  during  the  evening.  Introducing 
Some  Dispensing  Difficulties,  Mr.  W.  Browne  dealt  first 
with  prescriijtions  containing  liquor  plumbi.  The  follow- 
ing were  instanced. — (1)  Liq.  plumbi  jviij.  Sig.  5j.  ad  aq. 
Oj.  (2)  Liq.  plumbi  3iv.,  aq.  ad  3viij.  Ft.  collyr.  (3) 
Liq.  plumbi  5j.,  aq.  ad  3viij.  Ft.  lot.  What  should  be 
dispensed  in  each  case?  Another  problem  was  tr.  chlor. 
et  morph.  with  a  30-minim  dose  (not  initialled).  Then 
there  was  the  deliquescence  of  caff.  cit.  with  certain 
substances  ordered  to  be  sent  out  in  cachets.  Other 
difficulties  were  spray  solutions  containing  more  solid 
matter  than  was  soluble  in  the  quantity  ordered  (e.g., 
cocaine  in  liquid  paraffin,  borax  in  water)  and  "  formalin, 
10  per  cent."  Dr.  Lanyon-Owen,  an  honorary  member, 
suggested  that  most  medical  men  mean  the  dilute  solution 
of  lead  subacetate  when  they  prescribe  "  liquor  plumbi  " 
and  by  "  tr.  chlor.  et  morph."  intend  the  tincture  of  the 
1885  Pharmacopceia.  Other  points  that  emerged  in  a 
lengthy  discussion  were  the  desirability  of  consulting  the 
prescriber  (when  he  could  be  found)  ;  the  comparative 
neglect  of  tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.  co.,  B.P.  1914,  by 
medical  men ;  the  need  for  the  use  of  common  sense 
and  discretion  ;  the  impossibility  of  the  proprietor  of  a 
pharmacy  being  always  present ;  the  advisability  of 
marking  the  solution  of  a  difficulty  in  the  margin  of  the 
prescription.  A  member  related  that  he  once  pleased 
the  late  Mr.  Gladstone  by  adding  pulv.  acacise  to  a  bis- 
muth carbonate  mixture,  with  the  result  that  the  dis- 
tinguished patient  afterwards  refused  to  take  a  mixture 
prepared  without  a  suspending  agent ;  and  the  President- 
quoted  from  a  letter  received  from  a  medical  man  ex- 
plaining that  he  had  not  seen  a  pharmacopoeia  for  many 
years.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  C.  A.  Noble  took  charge  of  the 
second  subject.  The  Present  Position  of  N.H.I.  Dispens- 
ing. Mr.  Noble  pointed  out  that  in  the  past  year  the 
quantity  of  Insurance  dispensing  in  the  London  area 
broke  all  records,  and  that  during  January  1927  more 
than  a  million  prescriptions  were  dispensed.  His  advice 
to  London  panel  pharmacists  was  to  stick  to  the  L.I. P., 
and,  in  the  event  of  a  complaint,  to  appear  if  summoned 
to  do  so.  With  a  depleted  drug  fund,  the  lot  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  was  hot  a  happy  one.  The 
ensuing  discussion  turned  largely  on  frequency  of  pre- 
scribing and-  on  the  ordering  of  expensive  foreign 
remedies.  The  third  subject,  Labour-saving  Devices  in 
the  Pharmacy,  was  briefly  introduced  by  Mr.  P.  S. 
Windwood.  After  a  brief  discussion,  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  principal  speakers  terminated  the  proceedings.

Sib  Max  Muspbatt,  Bt.,  was  the  guest  of  honour  at  a 
dinner  given  by  the  directors  of  The  United  Alkali  Co., 
Ltd.,  at  Liverpool  on  March  22,  and  was  afterwards 
presented  with  his  portrait  in  oils. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Spurin,  chemist  and  druggist  (late  of 
Plymouth),  and  Mrs.  Spuein  recently  celebrated  their 
diamond  wedding  at  Ashwater,  Devon,  where  they  now 
reside.  A  congratulatory  message  was  received  from  his 
Majesty  the  King. 

Mb.  John  Humpheey,  Ph.C,  is  circulating  to  the 
members  of  the  Harrow  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (of  which  town  he  is  a  resident)  a  concise  and 
pointed  appeal  to  support  the  Pharmaceutical  Parlia- 
mentary Fund.  Mr.  Humphrey's  position  as  a  member 
of  the  Society's  Council  enables  him  to  write  with  exact 
knowledge  of  the  position.

Wines  for  Medicinal  Purposes 

IMajor  Braithwaite  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  on  March  17  whether  he  will  consider,  in 
view  of  the  serious  epidemic  of  influenza,  releasing  from 
bond  the  requirements  of  responsible  druggists  of  sherry 
used  for  medicinal  purposes? 

Mr.  Churchill  :  I  am  informed  that  special  considera- 
tion is  given  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
to  applications  for  the  delivery  of  wine  to  be  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  medicated  wines. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Report 

Mr.  Maclean  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  on  March  16  whether  he  is  aware  that  the 
printing  of  document  O.C.  294  (b)  of  the  League  of 
Nations,  dealing  with  the  traffic  in  dangerous  drugs,  has 
been  stopped  and  all  existing  stocks  returned  to  Geneva ; 
and  who  issued  the  ordere  and  what  were  the  reasons  ? 

Sir  A.  Chamberlain  :  I  have  no  official  information  on 
this  subject,  but  I  understand  that  the  publication  of 
this  document  is  merely  temporarily  postponed  pending 
revision.

Mr.  Gardner  asked  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for 
India,  on  March  21,  the  number  of  licensed  opium  shops 
in  India;  the  area  of  opium  cultivated;  and  the  parts 
of  India  in  which  opium-smoking  is  prohibited  ? 

Earl  Winterton  :  The  number  of  shops  in  British  India 
in  1925-26  was  5,844,  with  the  addition  of  a  small 
number  in  Delhi,  Ajmer-Merwara,  Coorg  and  Balu- 
chistan, which  in  1924-25  was  88.  The  latest  figure  of 
poppy  cultivation  in  British  India  shows  114,198  acres 
in  the  year  ending  October  1925 ;  in  addition  there  was 
a  small  area  of  1,653  acres  in  the  Punjab  Hills.  The 
law  in  British  India  prohibits  the  sale  of  opium  pre- 
pared for  smoking  and  also  its  manufacture  except  by 
an  individual  for  his  own  use  from  opium  lawfully  in 
his  possession.  Opium  smoking  in  company  is  illegal 
in  the  United  Provinces,  Punjab  and  North-West 
Frontier  Province,  and  consumption  of  opium  in  any 
form  is  subject  in  Burma  and  Assam  to  registration 
and  individual  rationing.

New  Zealand  Honey  Profits. — The  chairman  of  t^ie 
New  Zealand  Honey  Control  Board  is  leaving  for 
England  in  April  to  investigate  marketing  conditions 
there.  It  was  stated  at  a  board  meeting  (says  a  Reuter's 
cable  from  Wellington)  that  the  English  consumer  pays 
Is.  6d.  per  lb.  for  New  Zealand  honey,  the  return  to  the 
producer  averaging  5d.

Good  Advice 

is  what  we  always  expect  from  the  C.  Jb  D.. 
and  you  have  added  to  our  indebtedness  on  this  score  by 
the  procedure  you  recommend  in  cases  where  we  havt) 
supplies  of  goods  delivered  to  us  "  on  approval  "  or  "  on 
Bale  or  return  "  v\'ithout  cur  pei'mission  having  been 
obtained  in  the  first  instance  (6*.  d.-  D.,  March  19,  p.  349). 
One's  first  impulse  in  cases  o-f  this  kind  is  to  cast  out  th;i 
undesired  goods,  but  the  wiser  course  is  obviously  to 
communicate  at  once  with  the  sender  and  advise  him  that 
they  .are  being  held  at  his  risk ;  or,  better  still,  perhaps, 
that  they  are  being  returned  to  him  forthwith,  carriage 
forward.  As  you  rightly  point  out,  there  is  no  obligation 
upon  US'  to  return  goods  delivered  to  us  in  this  ^fashion, 
•but  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  tiie  best  course  to  make 
up  the  parcel  afresh  and  get  it  o«  the  way  home  without 
any  delay.  Anyone  who  feels  indisposed  to  do  this  should, 
nevertheless  lose  no  time  in  notifying  the  sender  that  tOie 
goods  will  not  be  taken  into  stock,  and  must  be  removed 
forthwith.  I  imagine  also  that  we  should  he  entitled  to 
claim  rent  if  the  parcel  was  not  removed  promptly  after 
such  a  notice  had  loeen  sent. 

What  was  the  Reason, 

I  wonder,  for  the  "trap  for  the 
unwary,"  as  a  magistrate  called  it,  being  set  recently  at 
Hull  (('.  <[•  D.,  March  19,  p.  339),  where  a  chemist  was 
prosecuted  for  supplying  a  different  emulsion  of  cod-liver 
oil  than  was  specified  in  a  prescription  ?  Whatever  the 
reason,  it  is  not  likely  to  be  disclosed  publicly,  but  it 
eeems  fairly  clear  to  me  that  a  good  deal  can  be  read 
between  the  lines  of  your  report  of  the  case.  There  was, 
of  course,  no  justification  for  the  ordinary  commercial 
emulsion  being  supplied  when  the  prescription  definitely 
indicated  that  the  B.P.C.  preparation  was  required  ;  but 
the  selection  of  such  am  article  for  the  test  conveys  to 
my  mind  the  impression  that  there  must  have  been  unusual 
circumstances  leading  up  to  the  case.  The  excuse  that 
a  50  per  cent,  emulsion  would  not  keep  well  was  a  poor 
one,  especially  as  it  is  always  open  to  the  chemist  receiving 
such  an  order  to  say  that  he  is  unable  to  execute  it  with- 
out delay,  thus  giving  himself  time  to  make  a  special 
batch  or  send  out  for  it.  But  the  magistrate  who  heard 
the  case  was  evidently  satisfied  that  the  matter  was  not 
very  serious,  and  the  chemist  was  fortunate  in  the  result. 

Your  Survey 

of  the  recent  progress  of  the  Poisons  Committee 
is  especially  welcome  in  view  of  the  secrecy  with  which 
the  proceedings  at  the  inquiry  are  enshrouded.  Somehow 
you  seem  to  be  able  fo  provide  us  with  information  which 
we  can  obtain  from  no  other  source,  and  tihiat  is  why, 
a.mong  other  things,  i-  pays  to  pay  for  the  C.  <L-  I). 
Judging  from  your  presentation  of  the  facts  up  to  date 
(6'.  <£■  D.,  March  19,  p.  348).  the  pharmaceutical  position 
remains  quite  sound  on  the  whole,  none  of  the  attackers 
having  been  able  to  produce  much  of  an  impression.  It 
ds  strange  news,  however,  to  learn  that  Sir  William  Glyn- 
Jones  has  presented  a  memorandmn  which  would  appear 
to  be  decidedly  antagonistic  to  the  existing  position  in 
pharmacy.  This  revelation  in  your  pages  doubtless 
accounts  for  allusions  in  reports  of  recent  speeches  by 
:  pharmaceutical  councillors  at  meetings  in  different  parts 
Oif  the  country.  Obviously  neither  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  nor  chemists  and  druggists  as  a  class 
can  be  expected  to  favour  the  idea  of  a  pharmacy  board 
to  control  the  working  of  our  business.  We  have  yet  to 
learn  that  it  has  been  possible  to  find  anything  seriously 
amiss  with  tllie  system  that  now  prevails,  and  chemists 
generally  will  certainly  not  feel  disposed  to  find  the  money 
to  enable  an  outside  body  to  control  them. 

The  Attractiveness 

of  the  chemist's  carboy  containing  the 
coloured  water  has  been  emphasised  again  and  again 
by  the  frequent  references  to  it  in  literature.  The  sug- 
gestion, made,  in  your  issue  of  March  19,  that  a  repre- 
sentation of  it  in  leaded  glass  should  take  the  place  of 
the  carboy  itself  has  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of  it. 
The  use  of  the  carboy  is  not  of  an  ascertainable  antiquitv 


The  name  of  this  particular  vessel  seems  to  be  compara- 
tively modern,  if  we  may  altogether  rely  upon  the  quota- 
tions given  in  the  O.E.D.  The  first  of  these  is  taken 
from,  the  "  Amoenitates  Exoticse  "  of  Kaempfer,  pub- 
lished in  1712.  In  this  there  is  a  clear  description  of  our 
wickered  carboy  given  thus: — "  Vasa  vitrea  .  .  . 
ampullacea  et  circumducto  scirpo  tunicata  qute  vocant 
karaba  " ;  that  is,  a  blown-up  glass  vessel  enveloped  in 
a  covering  of  rushes  which  is  called  karaba.  Doubtless 
we  have  here  the  origin  of  the  word  of  which  the  equiva- 
lent in  Persian  is  qarabah  or  qarrabah.  At  a  later  date, 
1753,  there  is  a  reference  to  this  article  in  English  in 
Jonas  Hanway's  account  of  his  travels,  in  which  he 
employs  our  word  when  writing  of  "  six  kaj-boys  of 
Ispahan  wine.'' 

Isaac  Newton's 

links  with  pharmacy,  as  your  article  inti- 
mates, were  neither  close  nor  strong;  so  we  must  make 
the  most  of  them  as  they  are.  It  may  be  that  direction 
was  given  to  his  studies  by  his  residence  with  the  apothe- 
cary ;Mr.  Clark,  of  Grantham,  with  whom  he  lived  while 
attending  the  local  grammar  school.  This  seems  quite 
likely,  because  we  are  told  that  after  he  had  been  taken 
from  the  school,  and  when  living  in  the  neighbourhood 
with  his  mother  at  Woolsthorpe,  he  was  frequently  sent 
with  an  old  servant  to  the  town  to  make  purchases  for 
the  household.  The  glamour  of  !Mr.  Clark's  books  was 
so  compelling  that  he  deserted  his  trusty  attendant,  who 
accomplished  the  prescribed  business,  while  he  surrendered 
himself  to  the  spell  of  his  friend's  library.  Newton's 
interest  in  chemistry  and  alchemy  was  considerable. 
There  is  in  existence  a  paper  by  him — "  De  Xatura 
Acidorum  " — as  well  as  one  detailing  some  experiments 
to  provide  a  comparative  scale  of  temperatures.  Early 
in  his  career  he  collaborated  with  Dr.  Newton,  of 
Grantham,  in  an  effort  to  find  the  philosopher's  tincture. 
In  his  later  life  he  was  much  attracted  by  the  writings 
of  the  mystics. 

Anniversaries 

serve  to  sharpen  our  interest  in  biographical 
literature  to  an  astonishing  extent.  At  least  that  is  the 
case  with  myself.  This  remark  is  prompted  by  the  fact 
that  !March  26  is  the  anniversary  of  the  birthday  of  one 
of  the  greatest  naturalists  of  Europe,  namely.  Konrad 
Gesner,  who  was  born  in  1516  at  Zurich,  and  who  died 
at  the  comparatively  early  age  of  forty-nine.  In  his  short 
and  busy  life  he  compiled  such  vast  treatises  on  so  great 
a  variety  of  subjects  as  to  have  impelled  the  great  Cuvier 
to  call  him  "  the  German  Pliny.''  Gesner  was  the  son 
of  a  poor  furrier ;  after  many  troubles  and  anxieties  he 
succeeded,  when  twenty-five  years  of  age,  in  proceeding 
doctor  of  medicine  at  Basel,  and  he  then  settled  down 
to  practice  physic  in  his  native  city,  and  at  the  same  time 
devoted  himself  to  the  compilation  of  his  great  works 
which  have  made  him  universally  famous.  Mrs.  Arber 
has,  in  her  most  excellent  work  "  Herbals,"'  indicated  the 
profound  influence  he  exerted  upon  botanical  science  in 
its  early  days,  especially  in  respect  of  the  great  advance 
he  made  in  the  j^ortrayal  of  plants  and  their  parts  and 
in  the  discrimination  between  genus  "  and  "  species," 
Readers  of  works  on  materia  medica  are  familiar  with 
the  name  of  Gesner,  as  it  appears  from  time  to  time  in 
connection  with  the  history  of  drugs.  He  also  published 
a  pharmacopoeia  entitled  "  De  Secretis  Eemediis 
Thesaurus.''  which  went  through  many  editions  in  vari- 
ous languages.  Some  of  his  Avorks  appeared  in  English 
translations,  namelv,  "  The  Newe  Jewel  of  Health 
(1576).  "  The  Treasure  of  Euonymus  "  (1559).  and  "  The 
History  of  Four-Footed  Beasts  and  Serpents,"  translated 
by  Edward  Topsell  and  familiarly  called  "  Topsell's 
Natural  History.''

Government -Directed  Research 

The  Department  for  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research, 
which  was  founded  in  the  early  -days  of  the  war,  has 
issued  its  report  for  the  year  1925-26.  Much  of  the 
work  beino-  carried  on  is  a  continuation  of  researches 
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initiated  some  years  ago.^  These  include  fuel  research, 
food  investigation  and  forest  products.  A  new  chemical 
research  laboratory  has  been  completed  during  - the  year, 
and  should  "form  a  solution  of  the  difficulty  that  has 
been  experienced  of  finding  suitable  accommodation  for 
the  purpose.  Among  the  chemical  subjects  dealt  with 
are  the  constituents  of  low-temperature  tars,  which  are 
characterised  by  their  high  content  of  phenolic  sub- 
stances, and  may  be  found  to  be  efficient  germicides 
with  new  properties.  Salts  of  cadmium  with  various 
organic  acids  and  co-ordination  compounds  of  the  metal 
have  been  studied  in  relation  to  their  germicidal  pro- 
perties. Organic  synthesis  under  high  pressure  is  another 
subject,  and  a  small  plant  is  being  worked  in  connection 
with  the  reactions  between  carbon  monoxide  and  hydro- 
gen in  the  presence  of  catalysts  and  promoters.  Ihe 
protection  of  aluminium  from  oxidation,  improvements  in 
the  manufacture  of  accumulators,  the  manufacture 
of  alcohol  from  artichokes,  and  an  investigation 
of  the  hydrocarbons  from  '  fish-liver ,  oils  are  some 
of.  the  other  problems  in  hand.  In  connection  with  the 
various  researches  five  patent  applications  have  been 
made.  These  include  radio  telegraphic  direction  finders, 
cathode  ray  repeaters,  synthetic  resins,  substitutes  for 
dental  rubber,  and  means  for  applying  plaster  to  walls. 
The  research  for  dental  rubber  substitutes  have  been 
made  at  Guy's  Hospital,  and  dentures  made  from  the 
material  as  produced  on  a  laboratory  scale  have  now 
been  on  trial  under  actual  conditions  of  wear  for  period.s 
ranging  up  to  a  year,  and  have  emerged  successfully 
from  these  tests.  The  dentures  appear  to  be  satisfactory 
as  regards  strength  and  their  appearance  and  colour  can 
be  considered  excellent;  while,  so  far  as  the  trials 
carried  out  show,  they  withstand  quite  well  the  condi- 
tions of  the  mouth.  The  material  probably  requires  more 
delicate  control  in  the  hands  of  the  dental  mechanic  than 
dental  rubber,  but  if  its  present  promise  is  fulfilled 
it  should  represent  quite  a  definite  advance  in  dental 
prosthetics.  It  is  hoped  shortly  to  make  the  material 
available  for  use  in  dental  practice.  Another  research 
deals  with  silver-tin  amalgams  and  the  ageing  pheno- 
menon. We  note  also  an  investigation  for  the  produc- 
tion of  a  suitable  and  safe  solvent  for  lanolin  for  use 
as  a  rust  preventive  for  the  bright  parts  of  machinery. 
Methods  of  absolute  measurement  of  sound  intensity  and 
colour  standardisation  are  among  the  subjects  occupying 
the  physics  section. 


The  Glut  in  Peppermint  Oils 

After  two  years  of  an  acute  shortage  in  American 
peppermint  oil,  during  which  first-hand  prices  in  1925 
rose  to  the  unprecedentedly  high  level  of  125s.  per  lb.  in 
London,  there  is  every  indication  that  1927  will  be  a  year 
of  bountiful  supplies.  Some  weeks  ago  (p.  296)  we  gave 
the  official  figures  issued  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture relating  to  the  1926  crop,  namely,  753,000  lb., 
the  largest  on  record.  This,  it  should  be  noted, 
included  the  estimated  contribution  from  the  new  growino- 
districts  of  Oregon  and  Washington,  where  2,500  acres 
are  reported  to  have  been  under  peppermint  cultivation 
last  year.  If  the  annual  American  consumption  continues 
around  400,000  lb.,  which  is  the  usual  estimate,  it  is 
obvious  that  there  is  nearly  two  years'  supply.  The 
primary  cause  of  this  phenomenal  yield  was,  of  course, 
the  high  prices  obtained,  to  which  must  be  added  favour- 
able weather  conditions.  Previous  to  the  great  increase 
an  average  value  of  American  peppermint  oil  was  con- 
sidered to  be  about  $2.50  per  lb.  (=  10s.,  approx.).  In 
view  of  the  events  of  the  last  three  years,  it  would  appear 
that  this  is  too  low  a  level,  the  truth  of  which,  however, 
will  probably  be  tested  this  year.    The  following  gives

During  the  first  year  of  the  crop  shortage  (1924-1925) 
it  was  understood  that  growers  were  not  fortunate  enough 
to  share  to  any  extent  in  the  high  profits  eventually 
obtained.  In  the  year  that  followed,  however,  financial 
aid  for  the  growers  was  forthcoming  from  interested 
circles,  and  the  only  flaw  in  the  arrangements  seemed  to 
be  that  ih©  crop  turned  out  practically  a  failure,  from 
causes  beyond  control — ^only  about  180,000  lb.  of  oil  being 
the  estimated  yield.  The  result  was  that  keen  competi- 
tion for  supplies  resulted  in  unheard-of  values,  far  beyond 
the  economic  value  of  the  oil,  at  the  same  time  dealing 
a  very  severe  blow  to  the  regular  trade  from  which  there 
has  been  by  no  means  a  complete  recovery.  Consumers 
were  forced  to  substitutes  not  only  in  America,  but  in 
this  counti-y  and  elsewhere,  and,  having  changed  their 
formulas,  manufacturers  are  not  so  easily  persuaded  to 
return  to  so  highly -speculative  a  product  as  American 
peppermint  oil.  Early  last  year  it  was  reported  that  a 
syndicate  had  taken  up  a  considerable  portion  of  the  oil 
in  order  to  maintain  the  price,  but  the  weight  of  the 
crop  this  year  was  too  much  for  any  bolstering  up  of 
the  position,  and  sooner  or  later  the  value  is  expected 
to  reach  its  true  level.  The  crux  of  the  problem  for  next 
year  will  be  reached  by  the  month  of  May,  when  weather 
conditions  usually  decide  for  or  against  a  favourable  crop. 
But,  as  we  have  shown,  only  a  very  complete  failure  of, 
the  next  crop  can  outweigh  the  huge  1926  yield  While 
there  are  no  official  figures  relating  to  the  1926  yield  of 
Japanese  dementholised  peppermint  oil,  it  was  criginally 
estimated  that  the  crop  of  crude  peppermint  oil  would 
reach  the  enormous  total  of  2,500,000  lb.  Later  estimates 
were  placed  on.  a  lower  level,  with  the  Sarnbi  crop  at 
628,600  lb.  and  the  Hokkaido  crop  at  950,000  lb.,  or  a 
total  of  1,578,500  lb.  This,  however,  is  still  above  the 
1925  crop,  which  yielded  1,573,000  lb.,  and  nearly  double 
that  of  1924.  As  the  peppermint  farmers  have  been 
obtaining  good  prices :  for  the  crude  oil,  it  is  expected 
that  quite  as  large  an  acreage  will  be  planted  this  year. 
Given  favourable  weather  conditions,  the  1927  crop  may 
be  considerably  larger  than  either  the  1926  or  1925  crop. 
Since  we  last  commented  on  Japanese  dementholised 
peppermint  oil  (C.  ib  D.,  I,  1926,  p.  196),  "  paper  "  trans- 
actions have  continued  practically  to  rule  the  market, 
which  has "  declined  in  the  period  from  12s.  to  Bs.  It 
may  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  .  that  some  weeks 
ago  there  were  buyers  of  the  January-^Nlarch  position  at 
about  8s.  3d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  while  on  the  spot  there  weve 
sellers  at  7s.  9d.  While  there  are  some  thousands  of 
cases  in  stock  in  London,  these  were  bought  at  much 
above  present  values.  With  regard  to  the  Italo-Mitcham 
(Piedmont)  peppermint  oil,  we  understand  that  a  very 
large  acreage  was  laid  down  as  a  result  of  the  high 
prices  obtained  during  the  scarcity  of  American  oil.  The 
slump  in  so-called  "  Wayne  County  "  has  since  dealt  a 
very  serious  blow  to  the  young  Italian  industry,  which 
has  been  left  with  large  and  unsaleable  stocks  except 
at  heavy  loss.    In  this  connection  it  is  significant  that  at 
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a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Italian  Association  of 
Producers  of  Aromatic  Materials,  held  on  February  25, 
it  was  decided  to  take  steps  to  convince  the  distillers  of 
peppermint  oil  of  the  necessity  of  lowering  their  prices 
to  the  level  of  American  quotations.  It  appears  that  the 
distillers  have  been  asking  about  400  lire  a  kilo  for  natural 
oil,  whereas  a  normal  price  should  be  about  200  lire. 
During  the  last  two  years  many  strange  peppermint  oils 
have  been  submitted  to  consumers,  and  while  over-produc- 
tion is  not  commendable,  the  immediarte  result  will  -be  of 
benefit  in  driving  such  concoctions  off  the  market.  It  may 
be  admitted  that  American  natural  peppermint  oil  main- 
tains in  normal  cireumstances  -an  undisputed  position 
both  as  regards  flavour  and  price.  Other  oils  (with  the 
exception  of  English  peppermint  oil)  are  admittedly  only 
substitutes,  and  if  the  decline  proceeds,  as  it  probably 
will,  to  an  economic  level,  we  may  get  back  again  sooner 
or  later  to  a  real  peppermint  flavour. 


The  Purity  of  Ether 

SojiE  years  ago  Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo  took  up  the  question  of 
fatalities  due  to  chloroform  anaesthesia,  and  as  a  result  of 
his  persistence  in  calling  attention  to  the  frequency  of 
these  deaths  a  great  improvement  has  resulted  due  to 
greater  care  in  administration.  Now  Dr.  Waldo  is 
directing  attention  to  the  fatalities  due  to  the  administra- 
tion of  ether,  which  is  regarded  as  a  much  safer 
ansesthetic  than  chloroform.  This  campaign  is  interesting 
in  view  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  on  this  .subject 
of  late  years  by  the  research  department  of  The  British 
Drug  Houses,  Ltd.  It  will  be  recalled  that  at  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1924  attention  was 
called  to  a  method  of  detecting  peroxides  in  ether.  The 
opinion  is  expressed  that  the  toxicity  of  ether  results 
from  its  oxidation,  and  that  the  presence  of  aldehyde  in 
amounts  too  small  to  be  detected  by  the  official  test 
increases  the  tendency  to  oxidation.  Owing  to  the  diffi- 
culty of  removing  the  impurities  by  distillation  a 
chemical  method  of  purification  is  employed,  and  it  is 
this  variety  of  ether  which  should  give  the  best  results 
in  aniestlesia. 

Medical  and  Dental  Registers 

The  Medical  Register  for  the  year  1927  has  just  been 
issued  (21s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  10  Orange  Street, 
London,  W.C.2)  by  the  General  Medical  Council.  The 
number  of  names  tabulated  is  52,614,  an  increase  of 
875  on  the  number  at  the  end  of  1925,  and  of  2,814 
on  the  average  of  the  last  five  years.  Registrations 
during  the  past  year  number  2,120 ;  this  figure  is  450 
less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  268  less  than 
the  past  five  years'  average.  The  names  of  1,159  medical 
men  have  disappeared  from  the  Register  during  1926 — 
201  more  than  the  average  for  the  past  twenty  years. 
Ihe  customary  legal,  statistical  and  other  information 
is  included  in  the  volume.  The  Dentists  Register  for 
1926,  also  issued  by  the  General  Medical  Council  (12s., 
Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  contains  14,395  names  (14,199 
in  the  previous  year).  During  the  past  twelve  months 
380  persons  have  been  registered  with  qualifications, 
and  43  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1921 ;  three 
Colonial  names  have  also  been  added.  The  number  of 
names  removed  is  558  :  of  these,  430  were  deleted  under 
Section  7  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1921.  The  percentage  of 
United  Kingdom  graduates  and  licentiates  in  .dental 
surgery  on  the  present  Register  is  42.61  ;  of  persons 
(other  than  medical  men  or  dental  surgeons)  in  dental 
practice  prior  to  the  Act  of  1878,  4.69 ;  and  of  persons 
registered  without  additional  qualifications  under  the 
Dentists  Act,  1921,  50.36.  The  Local  List  at  the  end  of 
the  volume  gives  under  town  headings  the  names  of  the 
dentists  practising  in  each  place ;  and  an  inset  supplies 
names  of  corporate  bodies  carrying  on  dentistry  and  of 
directors  of  such  bodies.  The  Medical  and  Dental 
vStudents  Register,  published  (7s.  6d.)  under  the  same 
auspices,  shows  that  during  the  past  year  1,260  medical 
students  and  229  dental  students  were  registered,  com- 
pared with  1,070  and  191  respectively  in  1925.

This  does  not 
amount  to  a  great  deal,  but  the  market  is  now  faced  with  a 
serio'us  shortage  chiefly  owing  to  the  big  American  demand, 
and  its  course  is  rather  problematical.

Constantinople,  March  15. — "  During  the  past  fortnight  arrivals 
included:  Druggists',  2,245;  'softs,'  173;  and  Malatia,  343  cases.

Rubber  has  kept  remarkably  finn  since  our  last  report,  and 
a  good  trade  has  been  passing.  Although  the  advance  in 
price  was  only  slight,  and  has '  gone  slightly  easier  at  the 
close  to-day,  the  general  tone  tliroughout  is  pai-ticaiJarly 
steady.  America  continues  to  buy  from  this  market  for  the 
spring  trade,  and  there  has  also  been  a  fair  amount  of  buying 
direct  from  Sing-apore.

Valerian. — ^A  lot  of  20  bags  of  Belgian  was  bought  in  at 
75s.  por  cwt. 

^  Wax,  bees'.— A  lot  of  21  cases  dull  bleached  Calcutta  was 
limited  at  £10  5s.  per  cwt.  Eight  bags  of  fair  Mozambique 
pipe  and  block  mixed  colours  part  slightly  drossy  sold  at 
167s.  6d. 

Wax,  carnauba. — Six  bags  chalky  grey  were-  bought  in  at 
146s.  per  cwt.,  and  five  bags  yellow  at  270s.  per  cwt. 


Stocks  of  Vanilla 

On  December  31,  1926,  the  stocks  of  vanilla  in  bonded 
warehouses  in  France  totalled  134,400  kilos,  compared  with 
151,200  kilos,  on  the  same  date  of  1925,  and  137,100  kilcs.  end 
of  1924.  Of  this  total,  113,700  kilos,  was  in  bond  in  Mar- 
seilles, 4,200  kilos,  in  Havre,  and  16,600  kilos,  in  Paris.  Theso 
fitj-ures  are  published  by  the  French  General  Direction  of 
Customs.  Vanilla  beans  to  a  total  of  129,872  lb.  remaincil 
in  bonded  Customs  warehouses  in  the  United  States  on 
December  31,  1926. 

Bulgarian  Rose  Oil  Exports 

According  to  the  figures  now  published  by  the  General 
Direction  of  Stiatistiics,  Bulgarian  exports  of  rose  oil  in 
November  1926  amounted  to  186  kilos,  valued  at  15.001,484 
levas,  cotisigned  to  the  following  countries  :  Great  Britain, 
9  kilos ;  Germany,  32  kilos ;  Italy,  3  kilos ;  United  States, 
64  kilos;  France,  51  kilos;  Switzerland,  27  kilos;  and 
Czechoslovakia,  480  grams.  During  the  first  eleven  months 
of  1926  exports  of  rose  oil  totalled  2,989  kilos,  valueid  at 
202,150,456  levas. 

West  African  Kola 

The  shipments  of  kola  from  Sierra  Leone  during 
1925  amounted  to  5,469,358  lb.,  valued  at  £215,721, 
compared  with  5,686.066  lb.,  valued  at  £180,976,  in 
1S24.  The  continued  slight  decrease  was  due  to  a 
poor  mid-year  crop  and  to  the  falling  away  of  ship- 
ments to  the  Gambia,  but  prices  were  better  than  in 
1924.  Sierra  Leone  kolas  maintained  their  hold  in  the 
French  Senegal  market  last  year,  and  exports  to  Nigeria 
show  a  steady  increase  and  are  now  substantial.

Pharmaceutical  Parliamentary  Fund 

(Sir, — With  y-our  permission,  I  am  writing  to  the  Press 
in  reference  to  the  above  fund,  the  success  of  which 
attracts  my  keenest  interest,  even  though  I  am  now 
retired  from  active  business.  The  intention  of  the 
Council  to  advocate  parliamentary  representation  was 
officially  notified  in  January,  and  at  the  same  time  an 
appeal  for  £10,000  was  issued  with  the  intimation  that 
this  amount  would  be  required  by  April.  April  is  now 
close  upon  us,  and  as  vet  I  have  seen  no  authoritative 
statement  made  about  the  fund  as  it  .stands  to-day.  The 
Council  may  have  good  reason  for  withholding  the  state- 
ment, but  I  venture  to  suggest  that  publicity  would  be 
advisable.  There  seems  to  be  a  prevailing  opinion  that 
£10,000  is  a  large  sum  to  collect,  and  the  amount  gets 
magnified  by  repetition  of  various  speakers.  In  my 
opinion,  £10,000  is  quite  inadequate  for  proper  and 
effective  representation,  and  is  so  described  by  A.  W. 
Bromley  in  a  letter  to  the  Press,  in  which  he  points 
out,  in  his  lucid  style,  how  little  it  could  effect  if 
allowed  to  remain  at  that  amount.  I  quite  agree. 
Personally,  I  would  like  to  see  a  candidate  (pharmacist) 
nominated  from  each  political  party.  Any  candidate 
nominated  must  be  a  party  man,  and  unless  recognised 
and  accepted  by  his  own  party  organisation  he  would 
not  stand  the  slightest  chance  of  election.  The  adoption 
of  an  hireling  must  not  be  entertained.  The  best  friend 
the  craft  has  ever  had  in  the  House  of  Commons  was 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  and  he  was  a  party  man,  but 
a  true  and  loyal  pharmacist  when  legislation  affecting 
pharmacy  required  personal  advocacy.  Even  the  smallest 
industrial  trade  union  recognises  the  value  of  representa- 
tion in  Parliament,  and  its  members  submit  to  a  levy  to 
raise  and  maintain  the  fighting  fund,  the  smallest  and 
poorest  of  which  would  iscorn  such  an  amount  as  £10,C(K) 
as  -being  insufficient.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
20,542  pharmacists  on  the  Register  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who  ought  to  have  representation.  Surely  such  a 
goodly  number  of  intellectual  men  and  women  could,  with 
combined  efforts,  attain  its  ideal.  Medical  men — indeed, 
all  profesisional  bodies — are  strongly  represented  in  the 
House.  Why  not  pharmacists?  At  the  earlier  meetings 
of  the  appeal  campaign  some  rather  futile  questions 
were  asked ;  and  if  an  official  announcement  could  be 
made  of  the  success  of  the  appeal  up  to  the  present 
time  it  would  quickly  silence  these  doubting  Thomases. 
Certainly  such  a  statement  just  now  would  greatly 
encourage  the  various  speakers  at  later  meetings,  and 
stimulate  local  associations,  which  perhaps  have  been  a 
little  slack  in  their  efforts.  Most  surely  the  grotesque 
and  absurd  Regulations  of  the  D.D.  Acts  now  on  the 
statute  book  by  departmental  instructions,  made  by 
Orders  in  Council,  are  sufficient  to  justify  the  strongest 
action  to  prevent  future  repetitions.  Finally,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  has  officially  decided  that  the  best 
interests  of  pharmacy  must  seek  protection-  in  parliamen- 
tary representation,  equally  with  other  professional 
bodies  and  trade  unions,  and  has  proclaimed  its  intention 
to  endeavour  to  bring  it  into  effect.  The  appeal  cannot — 
must  -not — be  allowed  to  fail.  The  Society  has  strong 
backers  in  the  P.A.T.A.  and  R.P.U.,  but  the  rank  and 
file  of  pharmacy,  for  whose  benefits  representation  is 
being  urged,  must  not  depend  too  much  for  the  success 
of  the  fund  upon  its  support  by  wealthy  manufacturers 
or  equally  wealthy  wholesalers,  but  mainly  on  the  larger 
and  smaller  donations  of  each  and  every  retailer  and 
prospective  future  retailer.  Precept  is  good,  but  practice 
is  better.  I  sent  my  donation  to  the  Appeal  Fund  on 
January  3  to  the  secretary  of  the  Society  as  an  earnest 
of  my  desire  for  a  quick  and  ultimate  success.

The  Eau-de-Cologne  Exemption 

Sir, — The  reply  given  to  "  E.  de  Co."  on  page  360 
of  your  issue  of  March  19  prompts  me  to  send  a  few- 
notes  which  may  be  of  specific  interest  to  your  interro- 
gator, and  may  ibe  of  general  interest  to  a  wider  range 
of  readers.  Eau  de  Cologne  as  "  Waters — Cologne  " 
was  first  charged  with  stamp  duty  under  the  provisions 
of  the  1786  Stamp  Duty  on  Perfumery,  etc.,  Act;  the 
revenue  from  this  particular  enactment  proving  a  failure, 
it  was  repealed  in  1800,  and  again  in  1861  by  the  famous 
Statute  Law  Revision  Act  of  the  late  Mr.  GJladstone. 
Probably  as  a  result  of  the  1800  repeal,  eau  de  Cologne 
does  not  appear  in  the  schedules  of  the  18C2,  1803  and 
1804  ^Medicine  Stamip  Acts,  but  it  is  included  in  the 
schedule  of  the  1812  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  and  with  the 
rest  of  the  named  articles  became  specifically  liable  to 
medicine-stamp  duty.  'The  question  of  its  exemption 
by  a  Treasury  minute  prior  to  1849  is  one  which  has 
involved  me  in  a  considerable  amount  of  research  through 
every  possible  avenue  of  information  which  might  lead 
to  the  ascertaining  of  the  minute  concerned,  but  without 
result.  Ultimately  a  request  was  made  to  the  officials 
of  the  Treasury  and  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise 
for  help,  and  in  response  the  following  reply,  dated 
September  14,  1926,  was  received  from  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  : — • 

.  .  .  The  Commissioneirs  reg-reit  that  they  are  unable  to  give 
you  any  informa.tion  as  to  the  Treasury  minute  relating-  to 
Stamp  Duties  on  eau  de  Cologne  prior  to  1849,  as  the 
dccuniont  cannot  be  traco-d  in  this  office.    .  . 

Yet  another  point  of  interest  :  this  exemption  of  eau 
de  Cologne  is  referred  to  in  Dowell's  "  History  of  Taxa- 
tion," vol.  v.,  page  370,  and  the  statement  there  made 
is  repeated  in  Alpe's  "  Medicine  Stamp  Duty,"  page  25. 
Such  an  authority  as  Dowell  would  scarcely  make  the 
statement  without  adequate  knowledge  of  the  existence 
of  the  exempting  minute,  and  one  can  only  regret  that 
this  interesting  and  important  document  is  not  available. 
The  present  non-liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty  of  eau 
de  Cologne — despite  its  inclusion  in  the  Schedule  of  the 
1812  Act — is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  considered  a 
perfume  and  not  a  medicine — in  other  words,  it  is 
actually  outside  the  provisions  of  the  Act  unless  it  is 
brought  within  its  scope  by  recommendation  for  medi- 
cinal use,  or  other  liability  under  the  "  general  charge  " 
of  duty.  There  is  the  further  matter  of  exemption  under 
the  specific  repeal  of  the  1786  Stamp  Duty  on  Perfumery 
Act  by  the  .Statute  Law  Revision  Act  of  1861,  the  legal 
application  of  which  I  am  not  competent  to  discuss.

Government  Poisons  Committee 

Sir, — From  your  editorial  article  on  "  The  Poisons 
Committee  "  {€'.  <t-  Z).,  March  19,  p.  348)  it  would  seem 
that  all  classes  of  people  have  been  rushing  before  the 
Committee  with  claims  which  would  only  benefit  them- 
selves individually  without  any  respect  for  the  welfare 
of  the  public.  The  spectacle  of  a  body  such  as  the 
Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  whose  duty  would 
seem  to  be  to  protect  the  public  health,  claiming  that  local 
authorities  should  be  free  from  the  restrictions  on  the 
sale  of  poisons,  is  Gilbertian ;  from  what  customers  tell 
one,  these  authorities  should  rather  have  the  restrictions 
tightened  up.  It  looks  as  though  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  about  the  only  body  which  has  put  in  no  definite 
claim  for  the  benefit  of  its  own  members  ;  if  this  is  so, 
from  what  proceeds  such  undue  modesty?  It  is  a  sur- 
prise to  learn  that  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  advocates  the 
formation  of  a  pharmacy  board.  If  such  a  board  came 
into  existence,  it  is  a  certainty  that  chemists  would  have 
to  pay  an  annual  licence  fee  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
board  ;  and  as  the  Society  would  then  have  no  legal  ground 
for  existence,  membership  would  become  only  sentimental, 
and  undoubtedly  the  Society  would  cease  to  exist.  Surely 
Sir_ William  does  not  ad-vocate  the  closing  down  of  No.  17? 
It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Society  have  put  in  a  proposal 
for  an  annual  licence  fee,  as  this  opens  the  way  for  the 
suggestion  of  a  board. — Yours,  etc.,

Legal  Queries 

Perplexed  (17/3). — The  title  Bronchial  Mixture  is  not 
one  that  incurs  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

L.  L.  (16/3). — There  is  no  objection  to  the  use  of 
the  terms  "  manufacturing  chemist  "  or  "  manufacturing 
druggist"  so  loht;-  as  the  user  does  not  engage  in  retail 
trade. 

//.  .7.  L.  (15/3). — The  preparation  '  known  as  Indian 
Brandee,  consisting  of  spt.  tether,  nit.  tr.  rhei,  etc., 
can  only  be  sold  by  registered  chemists  or  by  persons 
holding-  a  spirit  licence,  unless  made  from  a  formula  con- 
taining less  than  3  per  cent,  of  spirit. 

/''.  <S'.  Co.  (18/3). — Salines  are  not  subject  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty  as  a  result  of  the  repeal  in  1833  of  the 
section  in  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act  which  imposed  the 
duty.  No  question  arises,  therefore,  as  to  liability  even 
if  the  article  is  recommended  for  ailments. 

.S'.  0.  S.  (15/3). — (1)  The  retail  sale  of  pharmaceutical 
products  which  are  scheduled  poisons  is  confined  to  regis- 
tered chemists,  but  limited  companies  may  sell  poisons  if 
they  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  (2)  The  seller  of  a  cure  for  ring- 
worm requires  to  pay  medicine-stamp  duty  for  the  article. 

W.  H.  E.  (18/2). — Lysol  is  a  scheduled  poison  as  a 
liquid  preparation  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of 
a  homologue  of  carbolic  acid — i.e.,  cresylic  acid.  See 
C.  d;  D.  Diary,  1927,  p.  266.  The  C.  ct  D.  Poisons  Card 
No.  2  contains  an  extended  list  of  scheduled  poisons, 
and  would  be  useful  to  you  in  your  difficulty  of  inter- 
preting the  Poisons  Schedules. 

Fair  phi!/  (19/3). — It  is  one  of  the  best-known  pieces  of 
legal  information  that  chemists'  assistants  must  give  or 
receive  a  month's  notice  to  leave.  This  does  not  depend 
on  the  frequency  with  which  the  salary  is  paid,  but  is 
the  "  custom  of  the  trade  "  in  the  absence  of  a  definite 
agreement  to  the  contrary.  This  can  be  enforced  in  a 
court  of  law. 

L.  N.  C.  (19/3). — There  has  been  no  change  recently 
in  the  law  regarding  the  sale  of  vinegar.  A  product 
made  with  acetic  acid  and  coloured  with  burnt  sugar 
cannot  properly  be  sold  as  vinegar  without  some  quali- 
fication of  the  term,  for  example,  "  artificial  vinegar." 
The  term  "  acid  vinegar  "  is  not,  in  our  opinion,  a 
suitable  qualification,  as  all  vinegar  is  acid,  and  the  term 
does  not  convey  the  fact  that  the  article  is  not  brewed 
vinegar. 

R.  G.  S,  (13/3). — A  man  has  been  insured  under  the 
ITnemployment  Insurance  scheme  for  eight  years  without 
drawing  any  benefit.  He  is  now  seventy-eight  years  of 
age.  Is  he  entitled  to  any  repayment  of  contributions? 
[The  man  is  entitled  to  a  refund  of  contributions  in 
respect  of  the  period  -up  to  July  7,  1924  ;  but  he  should 
have  made  application  befoj-e  Ijy  July  6,  1925.  However, 
if  he  was  not  aware  of  his  right  he  will  he  allowed  to 
make  his  claim  now.  His  application  will  have  to  b-e 
made  on  form  U.I.  557,  which  is  obtainable  from  the 
nearest  Employment  Exchange.  He  will  also  have  to  pro- 
duce his  unemployment  book  and,  probably,  a  birth 
certificate.] 

C.  F.  S.  (14/3). — Under  a  verbal  agreement,  B  under- 
took to  build  a  house  for  A,  to  be  finished  in  August. 
By  October  the  house  was  not  completed  and  B  went 
bankrupt.  On  the  advice  of  the  official  receiver  the  job 
was  given  to  another  builder,  C,  to  finish.  Is  A  entitled 
to  damages  for  breach  of  contract,  and  must  he  let  the 
official  receiver  know  what  he  pays  C?  [It  would  appear 
that  A  has  a  right  of  action  against  B  for  damages  if 
he  can  prove  that  as  the  result  of  the  non-completion  of 
the  house  by  the  stipulated  time  he,  in  fact,  suffered 
damage.  A  should  send  his  claim  for  damages  to  the 
official  receiver,  and,  if  it  is  accepted,  prove  in  the 
bankruptcy  for  the  amount  agreed  upon.  If  the  official 
receiver  refuses  to  allow  the  claim,  A's  only  course  is  to 
sue  B,  which  would  probably  not  be  worth  while.  As 
we  do  not  know  what  arrangement  was  made  with  the 
official  receiver  as  to  the  completion  of  the  hou.se  by  C 
we  cannot  express  an  opinion  upon  the  other  question. 
But  if  the  contract  has  been  absolutely  assigned  to  C, 
neither  B  nor  the  official  receiver  has  any  further  interest 
in  it.]

B.  P.  <L  Co.  (4/3).— M.  Q.  developer.— The  following 
are  suitable  formulas  for  concentrated  2\I.Q.  developer  : —

Metol    90  g-r. 

Hrdroqiunone    350  gr. 

Water,   distilled    14.6  fl.  oz. 

Heat  the  water  to  112°  F.  and  dissolve  in  it  the  metol 
and  hydroquinone  and  add 

Sodium  sulphite  (anhydrous)    ...     1,200  gr. 
Stir  for  two  minutes.    This  will  produce  a  greyish-white 
precipitate.    Then  add 

Caustic  soda  (pure  stick)   220  gr. 

Stir  until  all  the  soda  is  dissolved.  The  white  precipitate 
Mill  then  have  disappeared.  Filter  rapidly  and  store  for  use. 
The  temperature  of  development  should  not  be  above  70°  F. 
As  the  develoi>er  contains  caustic  alkali,  a  hardening  bath 
should  be  used  for  plates  or  papers  whenever  possible.  For 
plates  or  films  one  part  is  mixed  with  15  parts  of  distilled 
water.  Time  of  development,  4  minutes.  For  tank 
development.  1  part;  water,  31  parts.  Time  of  develop- 
ment, about  8  minutes.  For  bromide  papers  and  lantem 
plates,  stock  solution  1  part,  w-ater  15  parts.  For  gaslight 
papers,  stock  solution  1  part,  water  15  parts,  with  addition 
of  1  drop  of  10  per  cent,  solution  potassium  bromide  per 
ounce  of  woi'king  developer  for  bromide  effects,  or  3  drops 
for  black  and  white  effects.

A.  F.  (9/3). — Insue.\nce  dispensing. — Tlie  position 
with  regard  to  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  to 
insured  persons  situated  in  rural  areas  may  be  sum- 
marised from  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations  as  follows  : 
The  normal  method  of  supply  prescribed  by  the  National 
Insurance  Act  is  through  a  chemist  who  has  contracted 
with  the  Insurance  Committee  to  dispense  medicines  to 
insured  persons.     The  conditions  are  : — 

10  (1).  If  an  insured  person  can  satisfy  the  Committee  that 
because  of  distance  or  inadequacy  of  means  of  tommunica- 
tion  (travelling  facilities)  he  will  have  serious  difficulty  in 
obtaining  drugs  from  a  chemist,  the  Committee  shall  require 
the  doctor  attending  the  insured  person  to  supply  him  with 
all  necessary  medicines  and  appliances. 

In  this  case  no  particular  distance  is  specified,  but 
apparently  it  would  applj'  where  the  insured  jierson  is 
within  one  mile  of  a  chemist's  shop,  for  the  case  of 
persons  beyond  that  distance  is  specially  dealt  with 
in  another  paragraph  : — 

10  (2).  If  an  insured  person  is  resident  more  than  one  mile 
from  the  nearest  chemist,  the  Insurance  Committee  shall 
decide  whether  he  shall  obtain  medicines  from  his  doctor  or 
from  a  chemist.  The  Committee  shall  notify  the  person  of 
their  decision,  and  the  notice  .shall  state  that  he  is  free  to 
adopt  cither  the  method  of  obtaining  drugs  decided  upon 
by  the  Committee  or  an  alternative  method. 


10  (3).  The  decision  of  the  Committee  shall  hold  good 
unless  the  insured  person  gives  notice  within  sc^en  days 
that  he  desires  to  adopt  the  alternative  method. 

In  any  case,  if  it  is  decided  that  the  insured  person 
shaU  obtain  supplies  from  his  doctor,  the  Committee 
shall  require  the  practitioner  to  supply  to  the  insured 
person  on  his  list  all  medicines  and  appliances  that 
may  be  necessary  for  his  treatment. 

F.  IF.  (12/3). — Window  displ.^y. — A  spring  goods  win- 
dow showing  sulphur  lozenges,  sarsaparilla  mixture, 
salines,  etc.,  is  suitable  for  the  present  season. 

B.  A.  P.  (14/3). — -Cleaning  haik  betshes. — Solution 
of  ammonia  diluted  with  water  is  generally  emplo\"ed  for 
cleaning  ihair  brusbes.  This  is  used  quickly  and  the 
bristles  dried  with  a  clotlh  and  in  a  current  of  air.  The 
softening  eif-eot  on  the  bristles  is  comparatively  slight  and 
passes  off  in  a  day  or  two.  "Benzine  is  a  grease  solvent, 
which  does  not  affect  the  bristles  like  alkali,  but  the  after- 
smell  is  objectionable  to  many. 

F.  P.  B.  (14/3).— We  think  you  will  find  that  if  the 
hard  parchment  is  subjected  for  some  time  to  the  action 
of  steam  it  will  be  softened  so  that  the  folded  sheets 
can  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  transcribing  the 
contents. 

p.  D.  (14/3).— Approved  formulas.— The  C.  d  D. 
Diary  each  year  for  many  years  has  contained  a  large 
number  of  formulas  of  the  kind  you  require.  These 
have  not  been  published  in  book  form. 

P.  M.  (15/3). — Ierit.\ting  lotion. — It  is  possible  that 
a  sensitive  skin  would  be  affected  by  the.  hair  lotion 
the  formula  for  which  you  send,  bearing  in  mind 
the  drying  effect  of  the  spirit  it  contains.  Resorcin  may 
be  an  irritant  to  such  skins,  but  generally  2  per  cent, 
strength  is  regarded  »s  non-irritating. 

./.  M.  (16;'3). — Apprentices'  position. — All  entrants 
into  pliarmacy  must  be  registered,  and  until  that  is  done 
the  Council  is  not  bound  to  accord  any  recognition  what- 
ever to  hours  of  service  rendered  before  that  time.  The 
Council  apparently  has  the  power  in  bona-fide  cases,  but 
for  the  last  two  years  the  regulations  have  been  rigidly 
applied. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Historical  Sketch  of  Poisons 

From  a  Paper  by  M.  Gilbert,  Pharmacien,  Moulins. 

Among  the  special  treatises  on  poisons  the  most  interesting, 
as  it  is  also  the  most  complete,  is  that  attributetl  to 
Dioscorides,  a  celebrated  physician  of  Cilicia,  wdio  lived 
about  the  commencement  of  the  Christian  era.  In  tliis 
treatise,  which  forms  tlie  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  books  of 
hi.-,  great  work  on  Materia  Medica,  we  meet  with  the  first 
allusion  to  arsenic.  This  substance,  which  has  onlj-  been 
properly  studied  in  modern  times,  was  then  more  commonly 
known  "as  sandarac  than  as  arsenic.  It  was  generally 
obtained  from  ilysia,  on  the  Hellespont,  in  Ihe  fonn  of 
compact  yellow  pieces,  heavy  and  scaly.  It  was  orpiment.  or 
the  yellow  sulphide.  It  is  somewihat  curious,  however,  that 
w"e  do  not  find  \-shite  or  sublimated  arsenic  referred  to  more 
precisely,  as  we  read  in  Pliny  that  the  properties  of  the 
orpiment  are  more  developed  if  it  is  bui'ned  in  a  new- 
earthenware  vessel  until  it  changes  colour.  ("  Torretur  tit 
vaUdius  jvosit  in  nova  testa  donee  mutet  colorem,"  Bk.  34, 
ch.  18.)  Dioscorides  also  remarks  that  when  r-alcined  with 
charcoal  the  sandarac  changes  its  colour*  So  that  we  may 
gather  that  under  the  name  of  arsenic  the  ancients  under- 
stood sometimes  the  sulphide  and'  sometimes  the  white 
arsenic.  Oearly,  the  poison  was  knowTi  to  them,  and  no 
doubt  was  employed.  It  was  the  prompt  and  terrible  agent 
of  those  secret  dramas  of  the  imperial  palace,  the  scandalous 
mysteries  and  odious  macliinalions  of  -which  are  related  by 
Tacitus.  The  palace  of  the  Caesars  "as  as  well  furnished  as 
the  laboratory  of  Locusta.  There,  in  a  remote  apartment, 
under  the  eyes  of  an  attentive  and  suspicious  master,  with 
poor  slaves  for  the  victims,  were  made  those  expe/hnfio! 
ill  anima  vili  of  some  new  compound  destined  to  render  a 
Claudius  or  a  Britannicus  prematurely  immortal.

Insurance,  Life:  Mutual  versus  Proprietary  Companies. 

— Life  assurance  companies  may  be  divided  into  two 
classes,  "  mutual  "  and  "  proprietary."  The  former 
have  no  shareholders,  and  consequently  the  whole  of  the 
profits  belong-  to  the  policy-holders.  The  latter  type  of 
office  belongs  to  the  shareholders,  who  receive  a  small 
share  of  the  profits  arising  from  the  life  assurance  busi- 
ness in  return  for  the  protection  afforded  by  their  capital. 
It  is  provided  in  the  Assurance  Companies  Act,  1909, 
that,  in  the  case  of  a  company  transacting  more  than  one 
class  of  business,  the  receipts  of  each  class  of  business 
shall  be  carried  to  a  separate  account  with  an  appropriate 
name,  and  that  the  fund  of  any  particular  class  shall  be 
liable  only  for  the  business  of  that  class.  It  is  evident, 
therefore,  that,  although  a  proprietary  office  may  transact 
classes  of  business  other  than  life  assurance,  no  other 
class  of  policy-holder  can  have  any  claim  on  the  life 
assurance  fund  while  life  policy-holders  in  common  with 
other  creditors  have  the  security  of  the  shareholders' 
capital.  From  a  cursory  glance  it  might  appear  in 
making:  a  comparison  of  two  well-managed  and  old- 
established  offices,  one  "  mutual  "  and  the  other  "  pro- 
prietary," that  the  advantage  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  policy-holder  must  lie  with  the  former.  The 
position,  however,  in  many  cases  would  not  be  so  clear, 
since  the  proportion  of  the  surplus  taken  by  the  share- 
holders is  usually  very  small  and,  moreover,  in  some 
instances  in  which  other  classes  of  business  are 
transacted,  the  expenses  borne  by  the  life  department 
are  limited  to  a  definite  percentage  of  the  premium 
income,  this  percentage  being  considerably  less  than  the 
actual  ratio  of  expense.  Further,  although  the  chance 
of  the  shareholders' .  capital  being  required  to  meet  the 
liabilities  of  the  life  assurance  fund  may  seem  very 
remote  in  the  case  of  a  well-managed  office,  yet  the 
benefit  that  it  confers  is  far  from  negligible,  a  fact  that 
was  conclusively  proved  shortly  after  the  close  of  the 
European  war,  when  the  shareholders  of  two  large  pro- 
prietary offices  contributed  to  the  life  assurance  funds 
in  order  that  the  continuity  of  the  bonus  might  not  be 
broken. 

Insurance:  Life. — Life  assurance  is  defined  in  the 
Assurance  Companies  Act,  1909,  as  "'  the  issue  of  or  the 
undertaking  of  liability  under  policies  of  assurance  upon 
human  life  or  the  granting  of  annuities  upon  human 
life."  Life  assurance  has  multifarious  forms,  but  from 
the  business  rather  than  from  the  personal  point  of  view 
of  the  chemist  and  druggist  life  assurance  is  mainly  of 
interest  in  that  it  affords  : — (a)  A  means  of  providing  a 
sum  of  money  at  the  end  of  a  specified  period;  (h) 
security  for  the  repayment  of  a  debt  in  the  event  of  the 
death  of  the  borrower  ;  (c)  a  means  of  providing  money 
to  replace  capital  that  may  be  withdrawn  from  a  firm 
on  the  death  of  a  partner.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that,  although  one  person  may  assure  the  life  of  another, 
it  is  essential  that  the  former  have  a  legal  pecuniary 
interest  in  the  life  of  tlie  latter — collateral  security  for 
the  repayment  of  a  debt  would,  of  course,  be  a  sufficient 
reason.  A  sum  of  money  can  be  provided  at  a  specified 
date  by  either  an  endowment  assurance  or  a  pure  endow- 
ment. The  former,  which  may  be  either  with  profits  or 
without,  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  sum  assured 
either  on  the  survival  of  the  life  assured  to  the  date 
of  maturitv  or  on  his  death,  should  that  occur  pre- 
viously. The  latter,  which  is  almost  invariably  without 
profits,  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  sum  assured  only 
on  survivance  to  the  date  of  maturity.  In  the  event  of 
previous  death  the  contract  comes  to  an  end,  and  the 
premiums  paid   are   returned   (either    with  or  without 


interest)  or  not,  according  to  the  type  of  contract.  The 
premiums  for  an  endowment  assurance  are,  of  course, 
greater  than  those  for  a  pure  endowment,  and  the  cost 
of  a  pure  endowment  with  return  of  premiums  in  the 
event  of  death  is  naturally  greater  than  that  of  a  "  non- 
returnable  "  contract.  When  considering  the  relative 
merits  of  an  endowment  assurance  and  a  pure  endow- 
ment, it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  premiums 
paid  by  a  person  under  a  policy  of  the  former  type  upon 
his  own  life  rank  for  rebate  of  income-tax,  subject  to 
the  limitation  that  they  should  not  be  greater  than 
7  per  cent,  of  the  sum  assured,  and  that  the  whole  of  the 
premiums  upon  which  rebate  is  claimed  shall  not  exceed 
one-sixth  of  the  person's  income.  Under  a  pure  endow- 
ment no  rebate  of  income-tax  is  allowed. 

Collateral  security  for  the  repayment  of  a  debt  can  be 
obtained  by  effecting  upon  the  life  of  the  borrower  either 
a  whole  of  life  assurance  (if  the  debt  is  to  run  for  an 
indefinite  period)  or  a  term  assurance  (if  the  debt  is  to 
be  repaid  within  a  specified  time).  Under  a  whole  of 
life  assurance,  which  may  be  either  with  or  without 
profits,  the  sum  assured  is  payable  at  death  whenever 
that  may  occur.  The  premiums  under  the  ordinary  form 
of  policy  are  payable  throughout  the  whole  duration  of 
the  assurance  ;  but  in  order  to  avoid  the  obvious  disad- 
vantages of  paying  premiums  for  an  indefinite  period, 
a  person  can  secure  at  increased  premiums  a  policy 
subject  to  premiums  the  number  of  which  is  limited  to 
a  fixed  maximum.  A  term  assurance,  which  is  always 
without  profits,  secures  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money 
at  death  should  that  occur  within  a  specified  period. 
In  the  event  of  the  survival  of  the  life  assured  to  the 
end  of  the  term,  the  contract  comes  to  an  end  and  the 
premiums  paid  are  retained  by  the  company.  The  sum 
assured  may  be  a'  level  amount  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  assurance,  or  it  may  decrease  periodically.  The 
latter  form,  for  which  the  premiums  also  decrease  with 
each  reduction  in  the  sum  assured,  is  suitable  in  cases 
in  which,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  mortgage, 
the  amount  of  the  loan  has  to  be  periodically  reduced. 
Endowment  assurances  and  whole  of  life  assurances  may, 
if  desired,  be  effected  on  two  lives  instead  of  one,  the 
sum  assured  being  payable  at  the  first  death.  Assurances 
such  as  these,  known  as  "joint  "life"  contracts,  are 
often  effected  in  connection  with  partnerships  to  replace, 
as  explained  earlier,  capital  that  will  be  withdrawn 
from  a  firm  at  the  death  of  a  partner.  In  order  to  avoid 
difficulties  in  the  event  of  a  dissolution  of  partnership,  an 
assurance  company  will  usually  in  these  circumstances 
convert  a  joint  life  assurance  or  a  joint' life  endowment 
assurance  into  two  separate  single  life  contracts,  each 
for  one-half  the  original  sum  assured,  at  the  premiums 
tliat  would  have  been  payable  had  single  life  policies 
been  effected  at  the  outset.  Occasionally  it  may  be 
desired,  in  the  case  of  a  whole  of  life  assurance  or  an 
endowment  assurance,  to  pay  reduced  premiums  for  the 
first  few  years.  This  can  usually  be  arranged,  though, 
of  course,  the  premiums  in  the  later  years  are  increased 
to  make  up  for  the  deficiency  in  the  earlier  premiums. 

Insurance:  Lift. — Special  policies  are  available^  to  pro- 
vide against  third  party  claims  for  injuries  due  to  the 
use  of  passenger  or  goods  lifts  or  hoists.  The  cover 
applies  to  accidents,  whether  caused  by  the  lift  itself  or 
by  the  gates,  ropes  or  any  other  part  of  the  appur- 
tenances. The  only  feature  in  which  lift  insurances 
differ  from  other  forms  of  third  party  contract  is  that 
it  is  invariably  required  that  mechanically  driven  lifts 
or  hoists  shall  be  inspected  periodically  by  a  competent 
engineer  and  that  reports  on  such  inspections  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  insurance  company.  Many  companies 
have  engineering  departments  of  their  own,  by  which 
these  inspections  can  be  carried  out,  while  others  are 
prepared  to  make  suitable  arrangements  with  a  firm  of 
lift  makers  or  engineers,  the  fee  being  added  to  the 
third  party  premium  each  year.  These  lift  firms  offer 
various  alternative  forms  of  inspection  contract.  One 
of  the  simplest  merely  provides  for  periodical  inspec- 
tions, cleaning,  oiling,  and  adjusting,  repacking  for 
hydraulic  lifts  or  fitting  new  motor  brushes  for  electric 
ones,  and  the  furnishing  of  reports.  Another  form  of 
contract  makes  provision  for  the  carrying  out  of 
small  repairs,  but  the  makers  will  also  quote  for  the 
full  maintenance  of  the  lift.    Any  of  these  contracts  can 
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Le  arranged  through  the  insurance  company  and  the 
annual  charges  paid  in  conjunction  with  the  premium. 
Lifts  may  also  be  insured  against  damage  due  to 
breakdown,  whether  caused  by  an  actual  fracture  of  some 
part  or  by  any  sudden  stoppage  that  necessitates  the 
complete  disuse  of  the  lift  for  repairs.  Breakdown 
insurance  carries  with  it  the  periodical  inspections  and 
reports  required  for  the  third  party  risk  ;  in  fact,  the 
two  are  often  arranged  in  conjunction.  Lift  insurance 
rates  vary  considerably,  but  the  charges  for  an  ordinary 
passenger  lift  carrying  up  to  six  persons,  and  assuming 
indemnity  limits  of  £1,000  per  passenger  and  £2,000  per 
accident,  would  be  about  £3  10s.  for  the  third  party  risk 
flui  £2  for  inspections  or  £6  for  inspectioijs  and  monthly 
oiling  and  cleaning,  etc.  Breakdown  rates  depend,  inter 
alia,  on  the  type  and  age  of  the  lift,  and  differ  sub- 
stantially. Rates  for  goods  lifts  and  hoists  are,  on  the 
average,  about  half  those  of  passenger  lifts  for  the  third 
party  risk,  but  not  greatly  lower  for  t^ie  engineering 
work. 

Insurance:   Live.  Stock  The  insurance  of  horses  and 

cattle  against  death  by  accident  or  disease  is  nowadays 
of  little  interest  to  the  majority  of  traders,  apart  from 
farmers,  horse  breeders  and  so  forth ;  cover  of  this 
nature  is,  however,  sought  by  those  who  own  horses 
for  draught  purposes.  The  premiums  charged  for  the 
insurance  of  draught  horses  depend  on  the  value  and 
age  of  the  animal  and  the  trade  in  which  it  is  used. 
No  increase  in  premium  on  account  of  age  is  made  until 
the  hor.5e  exceeds  nine  years,  and  theq  an  extra  charge 
is  made  at  the  rate  of  1  per  cent,  on  the  sum  insured 
for  each  year  above  nine.  The  sum  insured  will  also  be 
restricted  to  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  the  animal  after 
the  ninth  year.  The  various  trades  are  graded  by  the 
offices  for  the  purposes  of  live  stock  insurance,  those 
habitually  using  light  vehicles  being  rated  lower  than 
others  employing  a  heavier  type  of  traffic.  Chemical 
manufacturer?  are  classed  as  a  "  medium  "  trade,  a 
normal  rate  of  about  £7  7s.  per  cent,  being  applied. 
Policies  for  live  stock  insurances  are  reissued  annually, 
and  not  renewed  by  receipt,  as  is  done  in  other  classes 
of  insurance  business;  the  insured  is  thus  put  to  the 
necessity  of  making  a  fresh  declaration  each  year  as  to 
the  sound  health  of  the  animals,  etc.  It  is  a,  curiosity 
of  live  stock  matters  that  the  age  is  spoken  of  as  being 
"  rising  "  so  many  years,  the  horse  "  rising  "  another 
year  oji  every  January  1. 

Insurance;  Motor. — The  principal  headings  under 
which  motor  insurances  are  divided  are  three,  viz.  :  (1) 
Vehicles  used  for  commercial  purposes,  (2)  private  cars, 
and  (3)  motor-cycles.  Each  has  its  own  proposal  and 
policy  forms,  though  there  is  a  good  deal  of  resemblance 
between  them.  (1)  For  commercial  vehicles  (the  term 
includes  cars  of  a  private  type  if  used  for  trade  purposes) 
there  are  three  forms  of  policy  in  common  use  :  (a)  com- 
prehensive ;  (h)  third  party,  fire  and  theft;'  [c]  third 
party  only.  The,  question  which  is  the  most  acceptable 
depends  mainly  on  the  resources  of  the  insured.  A 
wealthy  trading  concern  might  regard  the  possible  loss 
of  a  motor-car  or  lorry  as  unimportant,  and  so  would 
only  need  third  party  cover.  Others  would  wish  to  pro- 
tect themselves  also  against  a  total  loss — i.e.,  by  fire 
or  theft ;  but  the  great  majority  elect  to  take  up  compre- 
hensive insurances,  which,  in  addition  to  the  risks  men- 
tioned, cover  that  of  accidental  damage.  Provision  is 
made  in  the  policy  for  the  cost  of  removal  of  the  car 
after  an  accident  and  for  the  immediate  ordering  of  small 
necessary  repairs.  The  third  party  cover  given  under 
commercial  motor  policies  bears  no  limitations  as  to 
amount  so  far  as  regards  injuries  to  persons,  but  is 
subject  to  a  limit  of  £10,000  for  damage  to  propei'ty. 
This  may.  however,  be  increased  at  an  additional 
premium.  Other  common  extensions  of  the  policy  are  : — 
(a)  Compensation  for  loss  of  use  of  the  vehicle  during 
repair  after  an  accident.  For  this  the  usual  extra  charge 
is  25  per  cent,  of  the  full  premium  for  payment  at  £1 
per  diem,  up  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  repairs. 


though  the  charge  and  the  benefits  may  be  doubled. 
(h)  In  the  case  of  vehicles  driven  by  steam,  the  risk 
of  damage  by  sparks.  Provided  that  a  "  spark  arrestor  " 
is  fitted,  this  may  be  insured  at  a  premium  of  about 
25s.,  with  an  indemnity  limit  of  £1,000.  (c)  Insurance 
of  goods  carried  in  the  vehicle  against  damage  by  fire 
or  accident.  Quotations  for  this  risk  vary  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  goods  conveyed. 

For  rating  purposes  commercial  vehicles  are  allocated 
to  different  classes,   several  of   which  do  not  concern 
the  drug  trade.    Examples   of    tliese   classes   are  : — (i) 
Cars  of  private  type  used  for  trade  purposes  (e.g.,  com-- 
mercial  travellers'  cars);  these  are  rated  according  to, 
horse-power  and  value;  (ii)  heavy  goods  vehicles  (i.e., 
those  which  exceed  three  tons  in  ^weight  when  fuHy 
loaded,  or  which  draw  a  trailer) ;  in  a  few  trades  an 
extra    rate    is    charged,    but   otlierw'ise    the  premiums, 
depend  on  the  district  where  the  vehicle  is  garaged. 
London,  Glasgow  and  Ireland  are  in  the  highest  category, 
about  sixty  cities  and  towns  are  in  the  second,  and  the 
rest  of  Great   Britain   in   the  third;    (iii)    light  goods 
vehicles  ;  for  these  the  trade,  district,  value  and  horse- 
power  are   all   taken   into   account.    Special   rates  are 
quoted  for  Ford  oars,  for  the  reason  that  the  Ford  system 
of  standardisation  causes  repair  work  to  be  effected  more- 
oheaply  than  with  other  makes.    Third  party  policies  are 
effected  at  about  half  the  comprehensive  premiums,  while 
the  fire  and  theft  risks  generally  cost  a  rate  of  12s.  6d. : 
per  cent,  on  the  value.    Varying  rebates  in  premium  ai:e- 
allowed  where  more  than  one  vehicle  is  insured  under  the, 
same  policy,  but  not  all  are  on  the  road  at  any  one  time,- 
and  also  when  the  insured  undertakes  to  bear  a  portion 
of  all  claims  or  of  all  claims  for  accidental  damage. 
In  the  case  of  cars  of  private  type,  a  rebate  of  10  per^ 
cent,  may  be  allowed  if  the  owner  is  the  only  driver. 
At  renewal  of  the  policy  it  is  customary  to  allow  a 
bonus  of  10  per  cent.,  or  more,  in  respect  of  each  car 
which  has  not  given  rise  to  a  claim  during  the  preceding 
year.    Special  rates  are  quoted  for  the  insurance  of  large 
fleets  of  cars  in  the  same  ownership. 

The  completion  of  a  proposal  form  is  always  required 
in  motor  insurance  practice;  in  fact,  it  is  customary  to 
ask  the  new  owner  to  sign  a  form  where  policies  are 
transferred  on  the  sale  of  a  car,  it  being  considered 
expedient  to  ensure  that  the  new  party  interested  should 
be  acquainted  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  also 
that  any  previous  claims  he  may  have  made  under  motor 
policies  should  be  brought  to  light.  It  is  common  know- 
ledge that  most  insurance  companies  and  underwriting 
syndicates  have  agreements  among  themselves  whereby, 
in  the  event  of  collisions  between  cars  insured  with 
different  parties,  all  questions  as  to  the  responsibility  for 
the  accidents  are  waived  and  each  side  bears  the  cost  of 
the  repairs  to  the  cars  it  insures.  It  may  be  that  these 
agreements  sometimes  operate  to  the  detriment  of  the 
policy-holder  in  that  his  "  no-claim  bonus  "  ma_y  be  lost 
through  an  accident  for  which  some  other  driver  was 
wholly  to  blame;  but  it  should  be  noted,  first,  that  an 
important  share  of  the  value  of  the  insurance  lies  in 
the  protection  afforded  against  accidents  due  to  the 
negligence  of  other  drivers,  and,  secondly,  that  these 
agreements  undoubtedly  go  far  towards  reducing  the  cost 
of  claims,  and  therefore  benefit  the  insuring  public 
indirectly,  since  the  premiums  are  necessarily  regulated 
by  this  cost.  A  consideration  of  tlie  insurance  of  private 
cars  and  private  motor-cycles  is  hardly  within  the  scope 
of  this  Compendium  ;  but  it  may  be  mentioned  tliat  a 
private  car  policy  is  not  prejudiced  by  the  use  of  the 
car  for  the  purpose  of  driving  to  one's  place  of  business 
or  for  making  personal  business  calls. 

Insurance:  Photographic  Apparatus. —Some  photo- 
graphic dealei-s  issue  a  special  insurance  policy  against 
theft  or  loss  of  photographic  apparatus.  Such  a  policy 
does  not,  as  a  rule,  extend  to  damage  due  to  riots, 
scratches,  denting,  breaking  of  lenses  or  mechanical 
failures.  The  average  premium  i.s  6s.  6d.  per  annum 
for  the  first  £25,  and  3s.  6d.-for  every  additional  £25. 
The  policy-holder  is  sometimes  required  to  bear  the 
first  20s.  of  anv  loss.
